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Attention flusters 'suburban farmer 


Th« man recently declared Illinois' 


most powerful person is a banker- 
turned-suburban-farmer who is flus- 
tered by all the attention he's getting. 


A. Robert Abboud, identified Sun- 


day by the Associated Press as the 
most powerful man in the state, is an 
unpretentious farmer and handyman 
around his IB-acre Harrington Hills 
estate when he is not sporting a ves- 
ted business suit. 


He is an articulate man and fast 


achiever who, as chairman and chief 
executive officer of the First Chicago . 
Corp. (the holding company for the 
First National Bank of Chicago), en- 
joys a sis-digit salary and influential 
rapport with top politicians and busi- 
ness minds in the state. 


THE 47-YEAR-OLD Bostonian of 


Lebanese parents says he's worked 
hard for the power and prominence he 
enjoys today, and he admits he is 
somewhat embarrassed by his new 
claim to fame.

Abboud said he never dreamed he 


would head a list of the 10 most pow- 
erful people in Illinois and doesn't 
take it very seriously. 


"I just thank the Lord every day 


that I have a job. As far as I'm con- 
cerned I cut my grass and put my 
clothes on the same way that everone 
else does. I look at this list lightly 
because I believe there is no such 
thing," Abboud said Sunday in a tele- 
phone interview. 


"There is no such thing as individ- 


ual power. The community gets its 
strength from -group action and coop- 


eration. No man works alone. Only 
people have power together," he said, 
responding to the-list released Sunday 
that was compiled through a special 
Associated Press task force survey. 


"I told my wife that if I really have 


so much power, then why don't we 
have branch banking in this state," 
Abboud joked in an easy-going man- 
ner. "Myself and others on that list are 
going to have'to take a lot of good- 
natured ribbing about this and prob- 
ably will have to pick up a lot of lunch 
bills too." 


ABBOUD REFUSES to think of 


himself as the most powerful figure in 
Illinois, overshadowing the likes of 
Gov. James R. Thompson, Chicago 
Mayor Michael A. Bilandic and Sec. 
of State Alan J. Dixon. He'contends 
that he does not carry on a private 
lifestyle that would characterize the 
state's most powerful man. 


Abboud, his wife and their three 


children settled into "a dratty, old 


farmhouse" in Harrington Hills in 
1968. The family, had lived in nearby 
Fox River Grove before moving to 
Germany in 1966 for business reasons. 
They had always admired the house 
on Braeburn Road,, which dates hack 
to 1839, and when they returned to Illi- 
nois they bought it. 


Abboud has restored the house and 


grows wheat, corn, soybeans and zuc- 
chini on 10 of his 16 acres. "I ride the 
tractor and do a lot of the work my- 
self many nights after work and on 
the weekends." 


THE ABBOUDS HAVE no servants, 


nor 'do they keep horses on the 
grounds as many of their Harrington 
Hills neighbors do. They have only a 
few pet dogs and cats. Abboud's par- 
ents make their home in a separate 
home on the property. 


The posh airs of his corporate life 


are not evident in what has become 
Abboud's very private refuge. It is 
Abboud's public profile that seems to 


suit his new distinction better. 


Abboud is one of three financial 


monarchs in Chicago whose opinions 
and strategy are highly respected. His 
two peers are Roger E. Anderson, 
chairman of the Continental Illinois 
Corp., the holding company for the 
Continental Bank of Illinois Chicago, 
and Thomas Ayers, chairman of the 
Commonwealth Edison Co. Both men 
also are on the list of the most pow- 
erful. 


Although Abboud denies that he has 


political clout, he was one of the first 
businessmen at city hall just hours af- 
ter'the death of'Mayor Richard J. Da- 
ley, conferring with influential alder- 
men about a temporary successor. 


HE LATER APPEARED before the 


Democratic slatemakers to recom- 
mend that Acting Mayor Michael Bi- 
landic be the party's candidate in the 
special election.

Expansion of bus service 
suggested by transit panel

Expansion of Buffalo Grove's com- 


muter bus service to include routes to 
Harper College, Woodfield Shopping 
Center and Northwest Community 
Hospital has been recommended by 
the village transportation committee. 


The addition of Saturday service be- 


tween 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. and seven 
new non-rush hour bus runs also is 
recommended In a report prepared by 
the committee. 


The proposed new bus route would 


start at the Intersection of Busch 
Road and III. Rte 83 in Buffalo Grove 
and end at Woodfield in Schaumburg. 


THE REPORT will be reviewed by 


the village board at 8 p.m. today in 
village hall, 50 Raupp Blvd. 


"The red experiment in this pro- 


posal is the attempt to carry subur- 
ban residents to suburban places of 
employment," the report states." Em- 
ployment in the Woodfield area is 
huge and growing. As proposed, the 


Harper-Woodfield service would, at 
relatively low cost, open public trans- 
portation to a large geographic area 
with a population equal to many small 
cities." 


The extension of service is "the 


next logical step in meeting the needs 
of tills area," the report says. 


Buses could leave Buffalo Grove 


hourly between 8 and 10 a.m. and ev- 
ery two hours thereafter on the Wood- 
field-Harper run. Such service would 
be in addition to present commuter 
runs and 'follow slightly 
different 


routes to attract the greatest possible 
number of riders, the report states. 


THE REPORT SUGGESTS the new 


service would be paid for with $34,000 
the Regional Transportation Authority 
has budgeted for the extension of day- 
time service.

Military chiefs cast doubt 
on Carter Korea pullout 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Military 


officials 
are 
suggesting President 


Carter made up his mind to withdraw 
U.S. troops from Korea while his ad- 
visers still were reviewing the issue 
— and cast doubt on the wisdom of a 
withdrawal. 


That impression emerged from de- 


tailed congressional testimony giveA 
last week by Gen. Bernard Rogers, 
the Army chief of staff, and witnesses 
at a House Armed Services Com- 
mittee hearing. 


Carter said at a news conference 


May 26 he issued his withdrawal deci- 
sion May 5 only after completion of 
expert consultations that concluded 
with a formal National Security Coun- 
cil meeting. 


HE SAID ROGERS himself ex- 


plained the new policy to U.S. and 
South Korean officials during a visit 
to Seoul. But the general, who already 
was en route to Korea when the NSC 
met April 26, left a different impres- 
sion in his congressional testimony. 


He said the purpose of his trip was 


to visit U.S. troops, not to discuss 


withdrawal proposals. But he said the 
f 


issue was raised with him by Maj. 
Gen. John Singlaub, then a high rank- 
ing officer in the U.S. Korean com- 
t 


mand. 


Rogers said he told Singlaub it was 


his opinion Carter already had de- 
cided on his withdrawal plan, and 
Singlaub asked, "What rationale have 
you been given for the withdrawal?" 


"And I said 'None,' " Rogers testi- 


fied. 


Carter later relieved Singlaub of his 


Korean duties after the officer told a 
reporter the withdrawal plan would 
lead to war. 


ROGERS SAID Carter first had 


raised the withdrawal question with 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff at a Washing- 
ton briefing Jan. 13, when he was 
President-elect. 


Six days after Carter took office, 


Rogers said, the President formally 
asked various agencies to "examine 
possible courses of action for dealing 
with reductions in U.S. conventional

Rocky: a pug's story of hope

Nov. 12,1973. A cold night in Philly. Hot action -inside 


the Blue Door Fight Club, a room that resembles a 
large unemptied trash can, The boxing ring-is smaller 
than usual to ensure constant battle, and the lights 
overhead have barely enough wattage to illuminate the 
dim recesses of the mind, much less the figures in the 
ring. Two fighters, one white, the other black. 


The white fighter, Rocky Balboa, has a face covered 


with scars. His mouthpiece forces his mouth into what 
looked like a threatening smile. His black hair, shiny 
with sweat, tickles his eyelids. He moves forward, ma- 
chinelike, as the black fighttr, a younger man, trim and 
beautifully muscled, dances around, banging com- 
binations into Rocky's face with great accuracy. 


Rocky's head jerks back, but the punches don't even 


cause him to blink. He grins at his opponent and keeps 
grinding ahead. The people at ringside sit on folding 
chairs and clamor for blood. The bell rings and Rocky 
goes back to his corner, mouth dry, arms hanging at 
his sides. 


Rocky is a moving, uplifting story of hope — a tale with 
the inspirational moral that what's important is not the 
winning but the trying. This IB the first'of a six-part 
story-by Julia Sorrl, based on the screenplay by Syl- 
vester Stallone. 


THE BELL clangs, like a trolley coming to the end of 


its run. Rocky makes the sigh of the cross to protect 
him, to ask God's help, to create a magical moment of 
belief in his own invincibility in spite of the odds 
against him. 


Spider his opponent, makes no such sign, but leaps off 


his stool and makes for Rocky, like a hungry bear for 
its meat. Spider grabs Rocky in a clinch and deliber- 
ately butts him, opening a bleeding cut in the corner of 
Rocky's eye. Rocky, furious over the foul, drives'a flur- 
ry of short, tough punches into the man's body. Spider 
staggers backward, Rocky slams him on the jaw, and 
Spider is out for the night. 


On the trolley headed back to South Philly, an old 


woman clucks sympathetically as she studied Rocky's 
bruised face. 


"I'm a fighter," Rocky explains self-consciously. 
"My, my. Me-oh-my," the" woman says softly, "looks 


like you the sole survivor of a five-car crash." 


"Well, it sure feels that way. But I'm used to it." 
"WOULDN'T WANT to git used to nothin' like that," 


she says. 


"My face ain't my fortune," Rocky says lightly, to 


amuse the stranger. "My fists are. I gotta be careful of 
my fists. When things go right, my fists are beautiful, 
see ..-." 


"Guess you gotta do what you do." 
SOUTH STREET: empty lots, secondhand stores, 


boarded-up wooden houses, a kind of shoulder-to-shoul- 


der shantytown where the poor live and die like link 
sausages chopped from the main-stream of other link 
sausages. Rocky doesn't notice. It is his neighborhood, 
and he is blessed with neighborhood insensitivity. 


In front of his house, a two-story structure due to be 


demolished to make way for a low-cost housing project, 
Rocky kicks away some litter that has gathered against 
the steps and goes inside. The narrow hallway had once 
been painted olive-brown, a proper camouflage for 
roaches. A single 40-watt bulb illuminates the gloomy 
corridor. 


Rocky's one-room apartment is drab, with a stained 


boxing poster of Rocky Marciano tacked on the wall. 
Nailed to the far wall is a mattress, its stuffing spilling 
out of the center, that Rocky uses as a punching bag. 


Rocky drops his pea coat on the floor, puts on a pair 


of glasses lying on a small cardboard box that doubles 
as a table, and crosses to the window sill on which sits 
a small turtle bowl. He lifts one of the creatures and 
strokes its shell. "Look who's home." Then he boils a 
pan of water on his hot plate. 


WHILE THE WATER is boiling, he places an old 45- 


rpm record on a battered phonograph. The tune is "All 


. in the Game," and Rocky likes it. He picks up a hair- 


brush and uses it like a microphone, miming the 
record, crooning to imaginary thousands of fans.

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Passage of voter signup plan seen 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Curler's universal 


voter registration plan appears to have a good chance 
of House passage this week following a compromise 
worked out between House leaders and the White 
House. 


Congress also will be occupied with other major is- 


sues, including defense appropriations, a farm and food 
stamp reform bill and committee action on major ener- 
gy legislation. 


The voter registration bill, expected to reach the 


House floor Thursday, would allow voters to register on 
election day for federal elections. 


AS ORIGINALLY approved by the House Adminis- 


tration Committee, states would have had the option of 
adopting the plan in 1978 for their own elections, and it 


would have become mandatory starting with the 1980 
elections. 
- But committee chairman Frank Thompson Jr., 
D-N.J., said agreement had been reached with Carter 
and Vice President Walter Mondale to drop the man- 
datory requirement when it goes to the house floor. 


Thompson said the concession1 was made to gain Re- 


publican votes although there were enough Democrats 
to pass the original bill. 


"We want to make this a bipartisan bill if at all 


possible," Thompson said. 


PRIOR TO taking up the voter registration bill, the 


House is expected to complete action on a farm-food 
stamp bill where the greatest controversy will be over 
price supports for this year's wheat crop. 


The House and Senate versions of the farm bill are at 


odds over support levels and loan rates for wheat, feed 
grains, cotton and rice, with the Senate bill seeking 
$2.90 a bushel for 1977 and $3.10 in 1978. The House 
version sets a $2.65 target this year and $3 in 1978. 
- Both bills are higher than Carter's request, but there 
are indications the administration may be willing to 
compromise. 


Also in the bill is a proposal to overhaul the $5.4 


billion a year food stamp program so that the needy 
will get all their stamps free. Under the current pro- 
gram, all recipients pay for some of their stamps. The 
bill also would tighten eligibility requirements. 


THE SENATE'S major legislation this week is the 


$111 billion defense appropriations bill, from which $1.4 
billion for procurement of five Bl bombers has been 
deleted at the administration's request. 


No action was taken in committee on adding re- 


quested funds for developing cruise missiles and im- 
proving their B52 launching platforms. 


That added money could come in floor amendments, 


and there also is a possibility that an amendment could 
be offered to put the $1.4 billion for the Bl back into the 
bill. 


In major committee actions, the House- Ad Hoc Com- 


mittee on Energy will start Wednesday on the job of 
pasting together the tax and nontax portions of energy 
legislation, and then suggesting amendments to the 
House. 


Staffs of the Ways and Means, Commerce, and Bank- 


ing committees will explain various parts of the pack- 
age, and the committee will start considering amend- 
ments Wednesday.

Flames kill 3 forest firefighters 


By United Press International 


A wind-driven, 20-foot wall of flame 


shot over burned-out sagebrush and 
killed three men fighting a major 
blaze in Utah's Ashley National For- 
est, officials reported Sunday. 


"The 
wall had tremendously high 


temperatures, and as far as we know 
they died from breathing the flames," 
said U.S. Forest Service spokesman 
Dick Heningor. 


The Incident was the worst as fires 


burned nearly 5,500 acres in the 
drought-plagued West, destroying five 
homes near Missoula, Mont., where 
some 250 residents were evacuated, 
charring Utah forests and shooting 
flames skyward near the Hollywood 
Bowl. 


A 2,000-acre grass firo near ex- 


pensive new homes in a heavily popu- 
lated canyon outside Missoula sent 
residents fleeing to the University of 
Montana's Adams Field House where 
they were fed by the Red Cross. 


Gov. Thomas Judge, on the scene, 


declared the canyon a disaster area, 
and officials warned many persons 
who returned to their homes not to do 
so as 300 firefighters fought the blaze. 


Officials warned Sunday of new 


danger from heat and dry ness. 


The Forest Service said the victims 


of the 1,000-acre Utah lire included 
David Noel, director of a Youth Con- 
servation Corps camp at Flaming 
Gorge National Recreation area. The 
other dead were identified as Gene 
Campbell and Dwight Hodgkinson. 


Heninger said the three were on the 


fireline about 50 feet from a larger 
group of firefighters Saturday when 
the wind reversed and the wall of 
flame shot back across a burned 
areas and overtook them. 


THE BLAZE, spreading erratically 


because of thunderstorms and shifting 
winds, continued to burn out of con- 
trol through sagebrush and Ponderosa 
pine near the Utah-Wyoming border 
as more than 150 men battled the 
flames. 


In Northern California, restrictions 


were ordered on campfires in six na- 
tional forests by officials worried 
about tinder-dry conditions in what 
may be the state's driest fire season 
on record. 


The restrictions limit smoking to en- 


closed vehicles and 'populated areas 


and ban campfires outside designated 
locations. 


C a l i f o r n i a fire dispatcher Ed 


Groseh rated danger from blazes at 80 
on a scale of :00 and said wet weather 
could bring lightning in the next day 
or two. 


"Some people are getting edgy," he 


said. 


DISPATCHER CHERYL Sim said 


"I can't believe the number of camp- 
fires people leave burning" in the 
Tahoe National Forest. 


"We're seeing one every other day, 


sometimes two in one day. You'd 
think people would know better, espe- 
cially this year," she said, 


Near Alpine in'Utah County, a fire 


believed started by a careless smoker 
ravaged more than 2,000 acres before 
being controlled Saturday night, 


In Los Angeles, a brush fire broke 


out in a dump area near the Holly- 
wood Bowl and charred 20 acres of 
hilly terrain between the unoccupied 
amphitheater and a freeway. 


Flames roared 50 feet into the air at

6L' trains bump 
at Loyola stop; 
injuries minor 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A Chicago 


Transit Authority maintenance train 
struck the rear of' a two-car elevated 
passenger train at a North Side sta- 
tion Sunday causing minor injuries to 
passengers and crew members. 


Spokespersons at Edgewater Hospi- 


tal and St. Francis Hospital in subur- 
ban Evanston said 19 persons were 
treated for minor bumps and bruises 
and were released. 


Tom Buck, a CTA spokesman, said 


the six-car maintenance train was 
northbound "5 miles an hour or less" 
when it struck the rear end of the 
Howard Street "L" that was stopped 
at the Loyola station. 


BUCK SAID the maintenance train 


motorman, Cecil Purnell, 33, a seven- 
year CTA veteran, and train super- 
visor Robert Densmore, 27, had been 
suspended pending an investigation 
into the mishap. He said the brakes of 
the train were found to be "fully oper- 
ative." 


The maintenance train was one of 


the "last couple" in the CTA fleet not 
to be equipped with a cab signal elec- 
tronic system that controls the speed 
and spacing of trains, he said. 


In a policy statement issued follow- 


ing the mishap, CTA General Man- 
ager 
George Krambles 
said 
no 


maintenance trains would be allowed 
to operate unless they have the elec- 


tronic cab signal. All passenger trains 
are equipped with the signal, he said. 


The crash, which occurred about 7 


a.m., was the second of the year be- 
tween two CTA elevated trains. Elev- 
en passengers were- killed and 189 
were injured Feb. 4 when a west- 
bound train rear-ended another at 
rushhour in the Loop. 


Buck said a bottle had been thrown 


through the window of the passenger 
train about three stops before the Lo- 
yola Station. The train stopped at Lo- 
yola and the conductor was taking an 
injured passenger up to discuss the 
i n c i d e n t with motorman Sheldon 
Mackey when the train was struck 
from behind, Buck said. 


"WE DON'T know if this may have 


indirectly caused the crash," the 
spokesman said. 


Buck said 15 persons were taken 


directly to the hospitals for treatment 
and that the other four were "walk- 
ins" who came in on their own, saying 
they had been passengers on the 
train. 


Neither train was seriously dam- 


aged, and both were taken to the 
CTA's Skokie yards within about 30 
minutes of the accident, Buck said. 
The National Transportation 
Safety 


Board and the CTA are investigating 
the crash.

Park's 'little black books' 
list payoffs to lawmakers 


WASHINGTON.(UPI) — Federal in- 


vestigators have turned up several 
"little black books" in which Tongsun 
Park, a key figure in Korean in- 
fluence-buying probes, recorded mon- 
ey given to congressmen, it was re- 
ported Sunday. 


The Washington Post said Park, in 


his ledger book for 1970, noted on Aug. 
26 the amount $5,000 next to the 
names of then-Reps. Richard Hanna, 
D-Calif., 
and 
William Minshall, 


R-Ohio. Park's bank records show 
that he personally withdrew $10,000 in 
cash from his bank that same day, 
the newspaper said. 


He also made unidentified cash 


withdrawals of $13,000 and $25,000 in 
late October of that year, just before 
the congressional elections, it said. 


THE PAPER cited reliable sources 


saying the Justice Department has 
"four or five" of the annual ledgers 
n o t i n g Park's personal financial 
transactions. 


The books were discovered stored in 


an antique cabinet in the business- 
man's Washington mansion, the Post 
said, after being overlooked by in- 
vestigators during an earlier search 
o£ the house. 


Park, a businessman and socialite, 


hurriedly left Washington last fall for 
England after Justice Department in- 
vestigators began questioning him 
about gifts and campaign contribu- 
tions he made to members of Con- 
gress over the past several years. He 


is a central figure in investigations by 
both the Justice Department and the 
House Ethics Committee, which is in 
the midst of a flap over the abrupt 
resignation of its special consel, Phil- 
ip Lacovara. Lacovara's sudden de- 
parture has sparked more calls for 
President Carter to appoint a special 
prosecutor to investigate the Korean 
connection. 


THE POST noted that while the no- 


tations in Park's ledgers do not by 
themselves prove that cash was deliv- 
ered to the persons named, the Jus- 
tice Department is known to be using 
the books for leads. 


Hanna originally said he got no 


money from Park before a series of 
payments totaling $22,500 from a busi- 
ness venture in 1973 and 1974, accord- 
ing to the Post. However, when the 
newspaper apprised him of the ledger 
notation, he was quoted as respond- 
ing: "Well, that must have been a 
campaign contribution." 


Minshall could not be reached for 


comment, but denied last December 
ever accepting any money from Park. 


The 1970 ledger also shows that the 


money was generated from Park's 
commissions on federally subsidized 
sales of rice to South Korea, the news- 
paper said. "Thus, the book seems to 
document previous reports that U.S. 
tax dollars were used to finance ths 
South Koreans' lobbying campaign to 
Capitol Hill," it said. 


Cancer report on Perc expected soon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Na- 


tional Cancer Institute is expected to 
issue a report in a few weeks Unking 
the solvent most commonly used to 
dry clean clothes with liver cancer in 
mice. 


The chemical is perchloroethylene 


and the NCI tests showed it caused 
high rates of cancer in mice when ad- 
ministered in large doses directly into 
the stomach by tube. Such test results 
are considered indicative of a possible 
cancer hazard to people, 


The Drycleaning Industry Council, 


in anticipation of the NCI report, is- 
sued its own report last week of an- 
o t h e r 
study that showed 
per- 


chloroethylene does not cause cancer 


in rats when administered by in- 
halation in doses three to six times 
greater than those inhaled by dryclca- 
ners. 


THE INHALATION study was con- 


ducted by the Dow Chemical Co., one 
of several firms which manufacture 
perchloroethylene, or perc as it is 
known in industry. 


There are an estiamted 28,000 dry- 


cleaning establishments in the United 
States plus 18,000 coin-operated dry- 
cleaning machines. Perc is used by 
about 80 per cent of the drycleaning 
shops and in most machines. 


Charles Riggott, general manager 


of the International Fabricare In- 
stitute, said drycleaning workers are 
exposed to measureable amounts of 


perc fumes but exposures are within 
government limits. 


He said customers picking up dry- 


cleaning are not exposed to the vapor. 


Dr. James Plonka of Dow said on 


the basis of the company's study, 
"there is no reason at this time to 
suspect that perchloroethylene pre- 
sents a hazard of human earcino- 
gensis (cancer development) when 
used as recommended for dryclean- 
ing." 


But Dr. Sidney Wolfe, director of 


the Ralph Nader-backed Health Re- 
search Group, disagreed, saying: 
"There's a clear carcinogenic risk. It 
poses a risk to humans. The occupa- 
tional exposure Is really significant," 
he said.

The nation 
Filipino nurses speak 
as hundreds protest 


Hundreds of chanting, singing demonstrators, including pajama- . 


clad hospital patients, rallied at the Veterans Administration Hos- 
pital in Detroit Sunday to protest the conviction of two Filipino 
nurses for poisoning patients. Among speakers at the two-hour 
rally, attended by more than 800 persons, were Filipina Narciso, 
31. and Leonora Perez, 33. They were found guilty Wednesday in 
Detroit of conspiracy and five non-fatal patient poisonings at the 
hospital two summers ago. 


"On the 13th day of July, justice died," Miss Narciso said. 


"What happened to me and Leoni could happen to anyone. I hate 
to think that one day it could happen to you." Mrs. Perez echoed . 
Miss Narciso's insistence that both were innocent and said she was 
optimistic the verdict would be overturned. "I have lost my faith 
in the American system," said Mrs, Perez. "But I have high hopes 
we will win this case. I know the truth will come out." 


Much of the crowd's hostility was directed at the nine women 


and three men jurors who issued the surprise verdict after 94 
hours of deliberations covering 15 days. Sources in Detroit said the 
jurors were hurt by the adverse reaction to the verdict, particular- 
ly from the defense. 


Carter, Begin meet tomorrow 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin meets President Carter 


Tuesday to present secret Middle East peace proposals and, 
sources say, to ask for more U.S. defense aid. Begin, who led the 
conservative Likus party to upset victory in recent national elec- 
tions, is now the key figure in Carter's campaign to orchestrate an 
Arab-Israeli peace settlement. The President has met personally 
with the leader of every other nation directly involved in that 
conflict. 


Begin is the unknown quantity for Carter, and they got off to a 


rough start when U.S. officials publicly challenged some of Begin's 
early policy declarations on occupied Arab terrtories. In recent 
weeks, however the two leaders have been trying to patch things 
up with conciliatory statements in anticipation of their two-day 
Wasliington conference. Begin flew to New York Friday, disclosing 
as he left Israel that he was "bearing concrete proposals for the 
peace-making process." 


N.Y. battles back from blackout 


Two days after the great New York City blackout, violent thun- 


derstorms knocked out electrical power to more than 30,000 custom- 
ers in New York and New Jersey. The outages, which occurred 
Saturday night and lasted into Sunday in most areas, were caused 
by heavy rains, winds and lightning from a system of thunder- 
storms that passed through the area, according to utility spokes- 
men. The blackouts were scattered and did not constitute a sys- 
temwidc failure, the various utilities involved emphasized. 


New York City's justice system, meantime, struggled to clear up 


the arraignment of approximately 1,500 persons remaining from 
the 3,500 arrested on looting charges during the big blackout of 
last week, but the Legal Aid Society said it has dropped plans to 
sue for their immediate release. The Society, which provides legal 
help for indigent persons, said it had considered filing a suit that 
might have freed the suspected looters arrested during the blackout 
Wednesday and Thursday.

Copter survivor's condition good 
The sole survivor of a U.S. helicopter shot down by North Korea 


Is in good physical condition, doctors said Sunday at an Army 
hospital in Seoul. Chief Warrant Officer Glenn M. Schwanke was 
met by his wife Saturday night after his release by Korean Com- 
munist officials at the Panmunjom truce village. U.S. military 
officials said a preliminary examination of the 20-year-old copilot 
showed that he was in generally good health though he had some 
utceralions on his right knee. Schwanke's wife said she was very 
happy to see her husband again but she had no further comment 
on his release. The couple is from Spring Hill, Wis. 


Volcano erupts in Sicily 
The Mount Etna volcano in Sicily began erupting with clouds of 


dense, acrid smoke and thick lava flows Sunday in what scientists 
said was its most violent activity in 18 months. Experts at the 
Catania Institute of Volcanology said lava flows from the volcano's 
northeast crater stretched more than a half-mile down the moun- 
tain's treeless slopes. They said the eruption posed no danger to 
inhabited areas. The volcano, Europe's tallest volcano at 10,707 
feet, provided an unexpected show for thousands of tourists at 
resorts on the east coast of Sicily as it spewed flaming lava'into 
the air during the night. Several tour groups climbed the mist- 
shrouded slopes to Etna's main crater to get a closer view of the 
fireworks. 


Palestinian bomeland stance hit 
The Palestine Liberation Organization's chief political adviser 


Sunday dismissed President Carter's stance on a Palestinian 
homeland as "deliberately vague" and predicted any new Geneva 
peace talks will flounder "like a turtle on its back." "The Arabs 
must unite their potentials in preparation for the fifth Arab-Israeli 
war, which is inevitable," PLO leader Yasser Arafat's top political 
adviser, Hani el Hassan, said in an interview released Sunday. 
Hassan indicated oil remained a prime Arab diplomatic weapon 
and linked any hope of successful Middle East peace -talks to 
refusal by Arab oil states to commit themselves on an oil price 
freeze. Saudi Arabia, the largest Arab oil producer, recently came 
out in favor of freezing oil prices through 1978.

Mark VariDeUen, 22, of Prospect

ROBERT SCHENIERGER refers to himself as "doc- 
tor" and has countless diplomas and certificates he 


feels justify the title. The medical community,' how- 
ever, refuses to accept his acupuncture. 


Acupuncturist shunned 
by profession he admires

As a bow growing up in Pennsylvania, Robert M. 


Shenbcrgcr dreamed of going into medicine. 
"Back in high school," He recalls, "I had wanted to go 
to medical school so bad I could taste it." 


But World War II came along, and after he got out of 


high school in 10-13, Shenberger quickly found thai 
Uncle Sam had other plans for him. 


BY THE TIME HE got out of the service in 1947, he 


was married and a child was on the way. They don't 
pay you to go to medical school, so Shenberger turned 
to his other boyhood interest and became an electronics 
engineer instead. 


Now, almost 30 years later, he figures he lias fulfilled 


his dream. He has changed professions and he believes 
he is making a contribution to humanity and the medi- 
cal profession. 


He refers to himself as "Dr. Shenberger" and on his 


office wall hang countless framed diplomas and certifi- 
cates that he believes justify the title. 


But there is a certain irony to this boyhood dream. 


The medical community Shenberger has long covered 
refuses to accept him. In fact, Shenberger says it "sup- 
presses" him and others like him. 


Shenberger Is not a conventional doctor. His diplomas 


generally come from obscure Oriental places, and he 
deals in acupuncture, hypnotism therapy and psychic 
phenomena. 


ABOUT 73 PER CENT of liis work has been per- 


formed In foreign countries and he says he is more 
widely known abroad than he is in America. 


At an international conference on acupuncture in Ro- 


mania last month, Shenberger says, his research was 
lauded, and he discussed his "no-needles" form of acu- 
puncture on nationwide television. 


At home, physicians refuse to consider referring 


patients to him. 


Many of them say he is a quack. 
"It happens all the tune," Shenberger observes. He 


responds with a rather, unfortunate cliche. "I've grown 
immune to it. It's like so much water off a duck's 
back." 


HE IS 32 NOW, and a little more than a year ago, he 


chucked the financial security that electronic engineer- 
ing had given him for more than 25 years and moved lo 
the Schaumburg area, whre he opened an office for 
private practice. 


But the story begins further back than that. 
It begins in Pusan, Korea, in the early 1960s. Shenber- 


ger was working there as an-engineer for the U.S. gov- 
ernment. But Ills interest in medicine had turned more 
and more to the psychological end of it, he says, when 
he came across Dr. Charles Taber, an American mis- 
sionary physician, who introduced Shenberger to hyp- 
notism. 


Shenberger was fascinated by it, and he says most of 


his free time was spent studying and applying it. The 
deeper he got into "so-called psychological problems," 
he says, the more he decided most of those problems 
have a "religious flavor" to them. 


So he got a doctorate in divinity. Then he got a docto- 


rate in metaphysics, The more he worked, he says, the 
more he found bio-feedback, which concentrates on in- 


creasing alpha brain waves to relax a patient, had a 
major disadvantage. Severely depressed, severely .ill 
people, Shenberger says, don't have the attention span 
needed to use it. 


USING HIS ELECTRONIC background, lie says, he 


decided there must be a way to stimulate those brain 
waves with electrodes. • 


Those electrodes could be applied to certain spots on 


the body that have low electric resistance and the alpha 
brain waves, would be excited, he says. Using a volt 
meter, he measured the skin on his patients and found 
those points. 


It was then, that he came across an article saying 


that acupuncture points on the body are identical to 
points of low electrical resistance. 


"I hadn't even heard' of acupunc'/jre in those days," 


Shenberger recalls. 


FttOM THERE, still in his spare lime, he opened up 


a free clinic in Vietnam and for four years treated 4,000 
patients from all across the.country in what he labels 
his "internship." 


Finally, in ]975, Shenberger figured he had saved 


enough from liis investments and his job that he could 
go into practice full-time and make it through the initial 
slack period. 


"I had been increasingly dissatisfied with the ma- 


terialistic ventures, and was overcome with an all-con- 
suming interest in this," he says. 


He moved to Roselle. In 1976, he-had a net income of 


$388 as he struggled to get the practice going. But that 
isn't the important part, Shenberger says. The impor- 
tant part is helping people. 


He recounts near-miraculous experience after near- 


miraculous 'experience with hypnotism and acu- 
puncture. 


THERE WAS ONE woman iii her 40s, Shenberger 


says, who had been taking Valium every night for 10 
years to get to sleep. She came to his office in Vietnam 
oh medical leave from the government so paranoid that 
three men had to hold her down, he says. 


He put eight electrodes on her, and within minutes 


she was relaxed, he says. In less than a month, she was 
back at work, and she never needed drugs to get to 
sleep again, he adds. 


"I know What you mean when you say ..miracle," 


Shenberger says, "but that's not a word that exists in 
my vocabulary." 
• 


Most of the patients he gels, however, come for hyp- 
no-therapy, he says. As in 49 of the states on the coun- 
try, he can practice his acupuncture technique onlyxon 
patients who have been referred to him by a physician. 


"And most doctors, if the patients ask, say, 'Forget 


about it. That's quackery.' They do not even know any- 
thing about acupuncture. The majority of the medical 
profession has not taken the tame to study hypno-thera-- 
py either," Shenberger says. 


"ALL THEY KNOW is only chemicals or needles or 


knives should be used to treat anything." 
Shenberger digs into his pocket and pulls out a couple 
of dollar bills. 


"In my opinion, it's mainly this," he says. 
"Yes, yes, yes. Unfortunately, that's .true. Yes, that's 


pitifully true."

College student Maureen Coleman 


nervously chain smoked, paced the 
floor and refused to eat. 


The reason lor her jitters was not 


an upcoming final exam or a trip to 
the dentist. Instead, it was the pros- 
pect of sitting down at a Monopoly 
table to meet three men in the finals 
of Saturday's Chicago regional Mo- 
nopoly tournament. 


Miss Coleman, an Arlington Heights 


resident, eventually placed second, as 
she and two oilier finalists were clone 
in by the hotels that winner' Steve 
Gunn, an Evanston journalist, had 
built on his green properties (rent: 
$1,100). 


GUNN, WHO SAID he hasn't played 


Monopoly in two years, will compete 
in the national tournament in New 
York City in September. 


His opponents will be tournament 


winners from Houston, Washington, 
D.C. and Los Angeles and defending 
national champ Anshel E. (Gus) Gos- 
tomelsky of Skokie. 


Gostomelsky had to sit out the Chi- 


cago tournament because he'd al- 
ready won a place in the national fi- 
nals, a tournament official said. 


If he repeats as national champion, 


however, it may be just the beginning 
of a long dynasty in tournament Mo- 
nopoly. 


GOSTOMELSKY SAID one of the 


few players who gives him a run for 
his money these days is his 12-year- 
old (laughter, Sherri. 


"She almost consistently beats me," 


he said, "and she's one of the luckiest 
players I've ever seen." 


Because so much depends on the 


roll of the dice (Gunn chalked up his 
victory Saturday to lucky dice throw- 
ing), even the best Monopoly strategy 
sometimes backfires. 


But expert players do agree on one 


thing: buy up as much property as 
you can afford. Even if you don't have 
a monopoly, the property still can be 
used to negotiate profitable trades or 
to stave off bankruptcy with a timely 
mortgage. 


OTHER TIPS from Chicago area 


players include: 
. 


• Gostomelsky, who said the Chi- 


cago roster of players looked "pretty 
good, darn it": Buy as many houses 
and hotels as you can. You will in- 
crease the amount of rent you collect 
from other .players and prevent them 
from developing high rent property of 
their own. 


• Kari Schoch, 10, of Wilmette, the 


tournament's youngest player, who 
regularly "buries her older brothers," 
her mother said: Try to get mono- 
polies on the orange or red properties. 
Statistics show that Illinois Avenue, a 
red property, is one of the board's 
most frequently landed-on squares. 


• Maxine Brady, Monopoly author- 


ity, who refereed Saturday's games: 
.Keep your eye on your opponents, 
count your money'carefully and col- 
lect rent from other players promptly. 


The worst property investments are 


the two utilities, the Electric Com- 
pany and the Water Works. The most 
rant you can collect, even if you own 
both, is $120. Not much compared to 
the $2,000 you could rake in with a 
hotel on Boardwalk. 


Finally, remember that when you 


win, 
it is perfectly permissible to 


point to your uncanny business sense- 
and property management skill. 


When you lose, blame it on the dice.

School day to end earlier for NSSEO kids in fall 


Students attending Northwest Sub- 


urban Special Education Organization 
schools will be sent home earlier next 
fall so their teachers can have more 
time for planning and paperwork. 


The children enrolled at Kirk Center 


for the handicapped, Palatine, and 
Gregory School for bchaviorally dis- 
ordered children, Mount Prospect, 
will be dismissed at 2:30 p.m. instead 
of 3 p.m. The schools will continue to 
open at!) a.m. 


The NSSEO governing board, com- 


posed of board of education members 
from the 10 local school districts in 
the cooperative made the decision 
to shorten the school day for tho 
1077-78 school year. 


THE BOARD had agreed in Decem- 


ber to shorten the school day as soon 
as last February. However, protests 
from parents of handicapped students 
stalled the change, keeping 3 p.m. as • 
tho closing time throughout the past 
school year. 


Tho shorter hours at Kirk jind 


Gregory were recommended by the 
NSSEO administration to allow extra 
time for staff members to evaluate 
students and plan programs. Teachers 
claimed they were saddled with pa- 
perwork and needed the extra half- 
hour at the end of the day when chil- 
dren were not present to do that work. 


The parents, however, said they 


were unhappy with the proposal be- 
cause they believed their children 
would be hurt by leaving school early. 
Because of their disabilities the chil- 
dren need "more school than less 
school," parents said. 


TO AVOID cutting the length of the 


school day, an ad hoc committee of 
parents, teachers and NSSEO admin- 
istrators suggested increasing funding 
to provide additional substitute teach- 
ers or clerical assistance to help 
teachers with their extra loads. 


Board member Elaine Bond, from 


Wheeling Township Dist. 21, said hir- 
ing now staff members to handle the 
extra work could cost as much as 


$55,000 to $60,000 in the coming school 
year. The board, which voted 7 to 3 in 
favor of shortening the school day, 
apparently felt the cost would be too 


high, she said. 


Under the plan adopted Wednesday 


teachers will continue to work from 
8:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m.

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Faith helps deal with problems 


Police officers give their lives to Christ

An Increasing number of suburban 


police are turning to religion to find 
peace of mind in dealing with the day- 
to-day stresses of law enforcement. 


In contrast to the tough guy, hard- 


nosed image many people may have 
of the typical policeman, some police 
officers from patrolmen to chiefs are 


. spending their free time in prayer 


groups and Bible studies. 


Their objective: to learn the mes- 


sage of love contained in the Gospel 
and apply it to their job. 


Charles Urgo, president of the Chi- 


cago chapter of the Fellowship of 
Christian Peace Officers, said: 


"There seems to be more and more 


spiritual interest of people In the law- 
enforcement 
community, and it's 


something reflected nationally." 


Urgo, a detective with the Chicago 


Police Dept., said the fellowship of 
policemen, established in Los Angeles 
in 1973, has grown to 26 chapters na- 
tionwide and has 1,000 members. 


HE SAID the local chapter, estab- 


lished In March, probably is the first 
of its kind in the Chicago area, though 


New York City already has four such 
organizations. 


Thus far the Chicago chapter has 


received 35 applications for member- 
ships, "Though I'm sure there's a lot 
more (potential1 members) out there," 
Urgo said. "We just have to find 
them."

During the past five years, evangel- 


ical Christianity has taken root in po- 
lice stations around the country. 
Northwest suburban police depart- 
ments are no exception. 


MOUNT PROSPECT police perhaps 


boast the largest number of born- 
again Christians of area departments 
— six, including several police offi- 
cers at the command level. 


Two communities have born-again 


Christians as police chiefs: Elk Grove 
Village Police Chief Harry Jenkins, 
and Police Chief Lewis Case of Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


"I think basically policemen are 


probably inclined to be more religious 
than anyone else," Jenkins said. "You 
become more aware of the shortness 
of life, and of course policemen, espe- 


cially in as large a metropolitan area 
as this, become involved in gun bat- 
tles and altercations that might cost 
them their lives. 


"They live with the knowledge'their 


life could end at any time," Jenkins 
said. "They're acquainted with death, 
and 'they tend to be more religious." 


THE ATTITUDE such police have 


t o w a r d death, Jenkins said, is, 
"Whether I live or die would be for 
the best." 


This knowledge gives police cour- 


age, Jenkins sadd. Faith, also gives po- 
lice help in dealing with citizens, he 
said. 
' 


"In any line of work1 it (Christian- 


ity) gives you a better sense of prior- 
ities," Jenkins said. "At best, law en- 
forcement is a pretty rough life be- 
cause most of the time you see people 
at their worst." 


Especially in the detective and pa- 


trol divisions, "you really see the 
seamy side of life," he said. "If that's 
the only kind of exposure you have — 
if you haven't • a good religious up- 
bringing, a philosophy, you'll really 
be in rough shape." 


He said police tend to draw within 


themselves after years on the beat, 
socializing only with fellow officers, 
"and I think that's dangerous." 


Case agreed. He- believes God has 


helped him out many times in his 
more than 30 years of police work. 


"I think without Christ with me in 


this line of work, I surely would have 
been killed before now," he said. 


"If a policeman understands the 


word of God, it helps him deal with 
people a lot better," said Sgt. Richard 
Yost of the Mount PVospect police 
force. 
. 
. 
' 


"All government is put there by 


God, and we are agents of the govern- 
ment," Yost said. "That means "we 
actually have a God-ordained min- 
istry as police officers, that God put 
us here for a reason, and that's really 
a humbling thought." 


YOST SAID, "As we look around 


and see crimes -increasing the way 
they are — people becoming less con- 
cerned about authority in goverment 
and at home — it fits right in with 
what the word of God says, that these 


things are going to happen. The even- 
tual end of it all is the return of 
Christ." 


Lt. Fred A. Hedlund of the Mount 


Prospect police force said, "You can't 
just force it (faith) on anybody, and 
due to the occupational structure you 
can't solicit, but whenever the oppor- 
tunity presents itself, I sure wouldn't 
deny acknowledging my Stand." 


"I don't go around beating poeple 


over the head with by Bible. That% 
just not my style .. .But when I-have 
the opportunity, I take it," Yost said. 


Case said he often expresses his 


faith when he gives talks to citizens 
groups, much to the surprise of his. 
hosts. 
• 


He said the Rolling Meadows Rota- 


ry Club once invited him to speak 
about drugs. He said he told the as- 
sembly, "Tha answer to the drug 
problem is Christ." 


Hedlund described one temptation 


Christian police face: "It would be so 
nice to tell somebody to go to chruch 
and behave. But it isn't as easy as 
that;"

UNIT A can take over 'whenever it wants' 


Guerrillas have stronghold in Angola 


by ERIK VAN EES 


NKURENKURU, South West Africa 


(UPI) — Cpl. Daan Schoeman, sitting 
in a rickety car seat atop a water- 
tower observation post, watched a 
plane taking off from the Cuangar air- 
strip in Angola, about two miles 
across the Okavango river from his 
base. 


"It was about 300 feet off the end of 


the runway when suddenly there were 


flak airbursts all around it," he said 
this weekend. 


"The 
plane veered sharply north, 


dipped behind the trees on the ridge 
and immediately a column of dark 
smoke rose in the sky. The smoke 
continued until after dark," six hours 
later, he said. 


AN ANGOLAN defense ministry 


statement said 12 persons died in the 
p l a n e , a Soviet-made Antonov-26 


transport, It accused 'the South Afri- 
can fofces in this small riverside ob- 
servation base of shooting the plane 
down. 


Col. Johan van der Spuy, army 


commander of troops in the Kavango 
region of South West Africa's frontier 
with Angola, said his men at Nkuren- 
kuru "couldn't have shot it down if 
they wanted to." 


"There 'are only rifles and mortars

Van der Spuy sadd information from 


refugees and blacks crossing the river 
from Angola showed that UNITA, the 
Angolan guerrilla movement oper- 
ating in the South, was responsible. 


"THE 
PLANE was .presumably 


downed by an RPG-7 rocket, which 
both UNITA and the MPLA now 
have,'2" he said. 


Pastor Mathias Sikondomboro of 


the Evangelical Lutheran Uwambo- 
Kavango church lives about a mile 
from the river-border. He had no 
doubt about who shot the plane, down. 
"UNITA," he said, holding up a warn- 
ing finger. "They are the strongest 
there." 


Van der Spuy said UNITA's grip on 


the Southern countryside — the tradi- 
tional stronghold of the movement 
and its leader, Jonas Savimbi — ap- 
pears to be "very strong. 


"They have driven the MPLA gov- 


ernment troops out of Caiundu, Sav- 
ate, Cabira and Mucusso (villages on 
the Kavango river as it curves north 
into Angola from the border) and 
have forced the MPLA units to keep 
to the towns of Cuangar, Calai and 
Dirico. 


"THE XJNITA guerrillas have cut 


off the road supply lines to these 
towns and the MPLA has to rely on 
the1 local population for food and on 
ail-lifts for men and materials," the 
colonel said. 


On June 14, South African troops 


watching from the water tower at 


Nkurenkuru saw UNITA attack Cua- 
ngar "and drive the MPLA out of the 
.town." 


The guerrillas burned down the 


MPLA headquarters, collected equip- 
ment left behind and pulled out again 
the same night. 


"I think UNITA is in a position to 


take over Cuangar whenever it wants 
to," van der Spuy said. 


THERE IS no reason to doubt his 


estimate.' Blacks living and working 
around the base speak freely to re- 
porters and confirm the South Afri- 
cans' opinion. 


Aloys Domingo, an Angolan who 


works at the Nkurenkuru store, said 
the UNITA guerrillas proved their 
strength by showing "they can shoot 
down an MPLA plane." 


South Africa is not at war with the 


MPLA or Angola, and the Nkurenkuru 
commander, Maj. Piet Reineke, has 
fairly regular contacts with MPLA 
commanders at Cuangar. 


Reineke said he had many radio 


talks-with the Angolan commanders 
and in the past month met them on 
the river bank twice. 


"It's a detente situation," van der 


Spuy said. "We have an amicable 
relationship." 


According to information from refu- 


gees — there are some 1,500 at a, 
camp near Rundu, about 80 miles east 
of here — a recent claim by UNITA's 
Jonas Savimbi that he will declare the 
south independent of the rest of Ango- 
la later this year, "doesn't seem too 
wild," the South African Officers said.

Harper's political game 


Members of the Harper Col- 


lege board of trustees uncovered 
an 
interesting administrative 


sleight of hand last week. 


At the same time, Board 


member Joan Kiussman of Ar- 
lington Heights served notice 
that she is not going to tolerate 
manipulation by college admin- 
istrators. 


Those two events taken togeth- 


er indicate that a new era has 
arrived at Harper — an era in 
u-liieh the college board will as- 
sume its rightful role as director 
and watchdog of the college's af- 
fairs. 


If the promise of the two 


events is fulfilled, Harper tax- 
payers will be well served. For 
too long the Harper board has 
been a passive spectator in col- 
lege affairs. 


The sleight of hand discovered 


by the board involved bonuses 
paid to Harper administrators 
this year. The board had set 
aside $10,000 for such one-time 
merit bonuses. Board member 
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David Tomchek then discovered 
that the college actually spent 
$14,000 in bonus money. Later, 
t h e 
administration disputed, 


saying the bonuses really cost 
$11,554 gross — still more than 
the $10,000 authorized. 


College Pres. Robert Lahti ex- 


plained that the discrepancy re- 
sulted because he assumed the 
.$10,000 was to cover "net" after- 
tax bonuses for the 23 adminis- 
trators due bonuses. When in- 
come tax \vas added into the 
bonus checks, the amount was 
increased. Lahti called the situ- 
ation an honest mistake. 


In addition, Lahti said admin- 


istrative bonuses have "always 
been handled that way," while 
admitting that the merit bonuses 
for the college's clerical person- 
nel are treated as gross amounts 
and tax is withheld from them. 


It is hard to believe that any- 


one, being told he or she was 
getting a $300 bonus from an em- 
ployer, would expect the em- 
ployer to pay the tax on the 
bonus. In common business par- 
lance, a $300 bonus is a gross 
amount. 


Having the board authorize 


"net" amounts for bonuses ef- 
fectively eliminates the board's 
power 
to 
control 
total ex- 


penditures. The tax money is, 
after all, real money which 
comes out of the college budget, 
n o t s o m e theoretical ex- 
penditure. 


The Harper board ordered the 


administration to bring the bo- 
nuses back down to the $10,000 
figure, a good first step. In addi- 


tion, the board should now take 
the hint provided by Lahti when 
he says this handling of bonuses 
has been common procedure 
and should be alert to other 
strange accounting practices. 


Mrs. Klussmann, a former 


p r e s i d e n t of the Arlington 
Heights Dist. 25 Board, made it 
clear that she will call the ad- 
ministration to account in her 
statement Thursday, made in 
connection with the adoption of 
the college budget, 


Mrs. Klussmann said she had 


opposed a move to raise.college 
tuition this year until she could 
become "more confident in the 
accuracy of the administration's 
facts and figures." She also said 
that in her six years on Dist. 25 
Board, "I have never seen the 
distortions and political games 
which are commonplace here." 


Such statements are an ex- 


tremely strong criticism of the 
college administration, particu- 
larly coming from a board mem- 
ber like Mrs. Klussmann who in 
her tenure on the Dist. 25 Board 
was consistently well-informed 
on major issues. 


It is now up to Mrs. Kluss- 


mann and her fellow board 
members to make good on their 
determination to end political 
games. 


In that way, the Harper board 


will live up to its obligation to 
the community to ensure a well- 
run college.

A good franking reform 


The U.S. House of Representa- 


tives has taken an important 
step toward eliminating abuse of 
the congressional franking privi- 
lege by voting into federal law 
the reforms that were added to 
the congressional ethics code 
last winter. 


If the U.S. Senate follows suit, 


congressmen 
and 
senators 


charged with abusing their free 
mailing privilege will have their 
cases heard by a court, not by a 
congressional ethics committee. 


Such a change is excellent be- 


cause it will eliminate the need 
for congressmen to try to judge 
each other on such a sensitive 
issue. In addition, it will assure 
challengers 
to 
congressmen, 


those most likely to file com- 
plaints, a fair hearing. 


The changes in the rules on 


the frank were approved in 
March. The new rules forbid 
mass free mailings 60 days or 
less before an election and bans 
the self-serving practice of using 
the frank for routine messages 
of 
congratulations 
or con- 


dolence. 


The reform was the congres- 


sional reaction to a lawsuit by 
Common Cause, the citizen's 
lobby, seeking to eliminate >the 
frank entirely. 


Over the years, the franking 


privilege has been subject to 
abuse. New rules to ensure that 
congressmen use their frank for 
official, not political business 
can save the privilege from an 
outright ban. Putting the rules 
on franking into law is a good 
step in that direction,

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Another 6safe9 district 
bites the electoral dust 


When the professional politicians 


began to analyze which seats in the 
House of Representatives might be 
considered "marginal" in next year's 
elections, 
they noticed 
something 


strange: The list included the 19th 
congressional district of Texas. 


"Marginal district" is a term of art 


among politicians, referring to a 
House district where the current occu- 
pant is considered vulnerable because 
he or she received less than 55 per 
cent of the vote in the last election. 


The list invariably is dominated by 


freshman and sophomore representa- 
tives 
whose names 
and ' accom- 


plishments are vague in the voters' 
minds, plus a scattering of ideologues 
whose affinity for the distant right 
and left edges of the political spect- 
rum often means the sacrifice of job 
security. 


IN THEORY, Texas' 19th district 


has no place on that list because ever 
since it was created in 1934 it has 
been the sole, virtually undisputed 
property of one man — Rep. George 
H. Mahon, a lanky, soft-spoken Demo- 
crat who is the "dean" of the House 
and chairman of its powerful Appro- 
priations Committee. 


Mahon has been elected to 22 con- 


secutive terms, and in 16 of those con- 
tests he had no Republican opposition. 
When the first foolhardy GOP oppo- 
nent surfaced in 1946, Mahon walked 
off with 94.6 per cent of the vote. Four 
years later, he slipped a bit and cap- 
tured a mere 93.9 per cent of the vote 
against another hapless Republican. 


Three other opponents Surfaced in 


the early 1960s, but only one even 
came close to gaining a third of the 
vote in the barren but oil-rich West 
Texas district whose only sizeable 
cities are Lubbock, Midland and a 
portion of Odessa. After handily dis- 
posing of that trio of pretenders to the 
throne, Mahon was reelected without 
opposition 
for 
another 
five con- 


secutive terms. Last year, the man- 
ager of an Odessa brokerage house 
decided to take his chances against 
Mahon. 


Conservative 
Repubublican 
Jim 


Reese captured 45.4 per cent of the 
vote. Mahon, with the remaining 54.6 
per cent, plunged overnight from po- 
litical patriarch of the Permian Basin 
to "marginal" congressman.

"THE BIG THING was age," says 


one newspaper reporter who followed 
the Mahon-Reese contest. "Mahon ad- 
mits to being 76 and a lot of people 
suspect he's even older. They just de- 
cided it was time for a change." 


Early this month, Mahon unexpect- 


edly disclosed that he will retire at 
the end of his current term. Most of 
the news accounts of Ms announce- 
ment failed to mention the congress- 
man's little-publicized brush with po- 
litical defeat. 


But Mahon isn't the first House vet- 


eran to see the handwriting on the 
wall. In recent years, several com- 
mittee chairmen have elected retire- 
ment rather than face the potential 
ignominy of voter rejection in their 
senior years. 


Those who didn't understand that 


seniority had been transformed from 
an asset to a liability — men such as 
Reps. Emanuel Celler of New York 
and Wayne N. Aspinall of Colorado — 
suffered the disgrace of defeat. 


OTHERS WERE unceremoniously 


dumped from their chairmanships by 
an irreverent group of young legisla- 
tors. Two once-powerful chairmen — 
Reps. Wilbur D. Mills of Arkansas 
and Wayne L. Hays of Ohio — left 
town in disgrace after highly publi- 
cized scandals. 


Of the 20 men who were chairmen 


of House committeees in 1972, just 
five years ago, only Mahon and four 
others remain today. That turnover 
rate is unprecedented in the modern 
history of the House. 


George Mahon is among the last of 


a disappearing breed — the "old 
bulls" of the House who regularly won 
reelection by acclamation, served for 
decades and held 
semi-permanent 


title to the chairmanships of all the 
influential committees.

What if Barry had won 
and Kent State never was? 


The scenes from Kent State Univei- 


Mty last weetf brought back memories 
of the scars inflicted on this nation by 
the Vietnam War. 


Kent State was a turning point. Ev- 


eryone acknowledges that today. 
Throughout America, parents and 
teachers who had scoffed at war pro- 
testers stopped to think. The end of 
the Vietnam War really came in 
America's heart that day on the Blan- 
ket Hill at Kent State. 


The memoirs and analyses of the 


period still are being written. David 
Halberstam has told us the "best and 
brightest" of the Kennedy era wcte 
responsible. Francis Fitzgerald de- 
scribed in "Fire in the Lake" how this 
country's ignorance of Southeast Asia 
led to disaster. 


BUT JUST FOR a moment, let us 


consider how it all might have been 
averted and ponder what would not 
have happened had events taken a dif- 
ferent turn. 


Assume for a moment that Barry 


Goldwater had won the 1964 election. 


His victory could never have been 


the result of an upsurge in genuine 
right-wing conviction. Instead, as- 
sume that the result of the election 
was shifted when in late October Lyn- 
don B. Johnson's aide Walter Jenkins 
\vas arrested for homosexual activity. 


In reality, that event was quickly 


overshadowed by Khrushchev's fall 
from power. Walter Jenkins was con- 
signed a historical footnote. 


BUT SUPPOSE that had not hap- 


pened. Suppose somehow the arrest 
had escalated into a major moral 
scandal (a political novelist might in- 
vent a ring of homosexual prostitutes 
in the White House, for instance). 
Whatever, the scandal would have 
had to have been bad enough to re-

verse the presidential election lesult, 
while allowing the Democrats to re- 
tain their majority in Congress 


Consider the possible results: 
• A Democratic Congress never 


would have .allowed President Gold- 
water to escalate the Vietnam War. 
Gulf of Tonkin or no, Congress would 
have clamored for thorough in- 
vestigations of all actions by that po- 
tential war-monger in the White 
House. They would have discovered 
much earlier the deceptions involving 
the war. They would have called a 
halt. 


• Because the nation would not face 


the problem, of waging war abroad 
and the War on Poverty at home, in- 
flation would have been easier to eon- 
tiol 
Goldwater would have been 


unable to undo Social Security and 
other New Deal programs. He and 
Congress would have been fighting 
constantly over domestic spending 


• Assuming international peace (or 


at least stalemate; and domestic pros- 
perity, President Goldwater would 
have been sate from a challenge for 
the GOP nomination in 1968. Perhaps 
former Vice President Richard Nixon, 
a successful New York City lawyer, 
would have had a place on a New 
York delegation before returning to 
obscurity. 


• The Democrats would have had 


plenty of candidates to run against 


Penthouse beat serious: 
journalists on CIA story 


THE CIA connection that has pla- 


gued the American press for so long 
will not go away. It is like a jigsaw 
puzzle left neglected on a card table. 
Every once in a while somebody wan- 
ders by and fits in another piece 


The latest piece — or purported 


piece — of the puzzle has cropped up 
in the current issue of Penthouse 
magazine, of all places. Two young 
reporters say that a year-long in- 
vestigation disclosed that the Copley 
News Service, a subsidiary of the 
Copley Press, worked long and closely 
with the Central Intelligence Agency. 


The reporters, Joe Trento and Dave 


Roman, claim they learned from CIA 
sources that no less than 23 Copley 
News Service employes worked se- 
cretly for the CIA over a 20-year peri- 
od The news service specialized in 
Latin American coverage. 
, 


JUST A FEW WEEKS ago anothei 


piece of the puzzle was slipped into 
place by Richard S. Salant, president 
of CBS News. He disclosed that in the 
1950's and early 1960's CBS News 
worked closely with the CIA, letting 
the agency monitor unaired films and 
correspondents' reports and de-brief 
foreign correspondents 


We can expect more of the same 


The CIA had, at one time or another, 
"relationships" with at least 51 Amer- 
ican media people, a good many of 
whom received money for their clan- 
destine activities. It is also known 
that more than a dozen American 
news organizations and publishing 
houses were used, most of them 
knowingly, ss covers for CIA agents 
abroad. Obviously the jigsaw puzzle is 
far from complete. 


The CIA and its congressional over- 


seers have given assurances that the 
subversion of the press, both here and 
abroad, has ended — or almost ended 
But the detaih of what went on during 


Congresswoman unite-just slightly

After years of maintaining a friend- 


ly but respectable distance from one 
another, the women of the U.S. Con- 
gress have joined hands publicly to 
form 
the Congressional Women's 


Caucus — the first ever on Capitol 
Hill. 


Fifteen of the 18 women of Con- 


gress are members of the three-month 
old caucus, which holds breakfast 
meetings every other Wednesday to 
discuss "women's issues" as well" as 
to exchange committee information 
and political wisdom of the day. 


Fifteen congresswomen sitting down 


to breakfast together may seem like 
a simple concept, but behind it Is a 
stormy history. 


THE' CONGRESSIONAL Women's 


Caucus casts in tenuous alliance some 
of the most diverse characters on 
Capitol Hill. And It amply demonstra- 
tes that women do not necessarily 
share political goals — even on so- 
called women's issues — by virtue of 


their sex. 


On a recent House vote to bail fed- 


eral funds for abortion, for example, 
c a u c u s members Lindy ,Boggs, 
D—La , Margaret Hecklen, R—Mass 
and Mary Rose Dakar, D—Ohio, voted 
in favor while their caucus colleagues 
voted against. Even on the federal 
Equal Rights Amendment there is nol 
complete agreement among caucus 
members. 


Political differences aside, other 


barriers prevented a women's caucus 
from forming earlier. 


In the "man's world" atmosphere of 


Congress, some women members 
have been wary of appearing too 
closely identified with women's is- 
sues, 


IRONICALLY, ACCORDING to a 


number of Capitol Hill sources, it took 
the departure from Congress of out- 
spoken women's activitist Bella Abzug 
to clear the way for formation of the 
caucus. Said one aide: "As much as 
we're all indebted to Bella, she was 
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Goldwater, and one of them would 
have won in 1968 (The nation is pre- 
dominately Democratic, remember.) 
The atmosphere would not have been 
fevered If Robert F. Kennedy had 
run (a likely possibility) perhaps no 
gunman vrouldhave awaited him in 
California. There 
certainly 
would 


have been no antiwar riots at the 
Democatic Convention. Richard J 
Daley never would have shaken his 
fist at Abraham Ribicoff. 


• The nation never would have 


heard of the Weathermen or My Lai; 
Sen. Eugene McCarthy and Sen. 
George McGovern would have re- 
mained obscure." In 1972, President 
Robert Kennedy could have run for 
reelection. The Watergate would have 
been just the name of an office-apart- 
ment complex in Washington 


• Most particularly, four 
young 


people at Kent State probably would 
have finished their educations and 
gone on to comfortable, middle-class 
existences. They would have been 
joined by thousands of young men 
who would never have had to confront 
an enemy in a Southeast Asian jungle 
or draft boards in the county court- 
houses of the nation. 


IT'S EASY TO PICK holes in all 


this speculation, of course. Beyond the 
initial considerable assumption, it 
could have been possible that Gold- 
water might have started a nuclear 
war and blown us up. 


Nevertheless, at a time when the 


old wounds of Kent State have once 
again been bared, it is an interesting 
exercise to consider what kind of 
country we might be today if events 
had been profoundly altered. 


Would we have had any time at all 


to listen to a born-again Christian 
peanut farmer from Plaines?

A staff member of the Senate In-

THAT COULD OPEN another very 


large can of worms for the media. In 
J. Edgar Hoover's palmy days the 


FBI may have been even more skill- 
ful than the CIA in using the press for 
its own purposes. 


Why all the concern over past rela- 


tionships between the press and feder- 
^1 intelligence and law enforcement 
agencies? The reason can be found in 
the constitutional guarantee of a free 
press. 


A press that lets itself be used as a 


_tool by the government, however pa- 
'triotic that may seem at the moment, 
is not a free press. It is a captive 
press to the extent it is used, and to 
that extent it is incompatible with the 
needs of a free society. Even if the 
pi ess has now shaken off all the ties 
that bound it, the public still has a 
right to know the extent and details of 
the captivity And the press, if it is 
truly free, has the responsibility to re- 
port them.

1 saw Steinem on a ship full of 


feminists recently cruising the 
New York Harbor in celebration 
of MS. Magazine's fifth birthday. 
While we were circling Ms. Liber- 
ty — as the folks at MS. Magazine 
call the Statue of Liberty — I 
asked Steinem how she kept her- " 
self forever thin. 


"Gorge and then starve," she 


said. 


YEARS AGO. when Ms. Stei- 


nem was wearing skintight de- 
nims, turtlenecks and aviator-type 
sunglasses, look-alikes popped out 
of every feminist audience and 
demonstration. 


Young newcomers to the move- 


ment worked at looking like Stei- 
nem. It was easy to keep the hair 
long the way Steinem does. It was 
easy to wear the aviator-style 
glasses. It was hard to stay thin 
like Steinem — unless one star- 
ved. 


The party on the ship also fea- 


tured Ms. Steinem, one of the 
hostesses, without her dark avia- 
tor-style specs, 


She had on clear-colored ones. 


In all the years of covering wom- 
en's movement personalities, this 
was the first time I had seen Stei- 
nem without dark glasses. Her 
famous ones had been broken. 


SHE WAS NOT the only celebri-

operate in the red for the first 
three years. MS. Magazine has 
been making money from the first 
year on, and it has doubled its in- 
itial circulation. Advertising reve- 
nues have quadrupled.

The magazine also has estab- 


lished a unique image. It accepts 
no sexist, advertising. . 


• No sex kitten ads. No "baddy's 
Little Girl" ads. No ads that add 
up to putdowns for women. 


MS. also runs stories for chil-' 


dren. 


ALMOST EVERYONE in the 


magazine world predicted that 
MS. would not make it. 


"I 
give MS. Magazine five 


months," Harry Reasoner told his 
television viewers when he saw 
the preview issue in 1971. 


But the magazine caught on. 


Even Harry Reasoner wished MS. 
Magazine happy birthday the oth- 
er day, "happy" to be proven 
wrong. 


The preview issue was supposed 


to last two months on the news- 
stand. It sold out in eight days. 


In the beginning, MS. operated 


out of two rooms — one on one 
floor, one on the floor above. 


Cardboard 
boxes 
overflowed 


with manuscripts 
from women 


who felt compelled to write the 
stories of their lives, their pains, 
their hopes and dreams. 


MS. MAGAZINE now has a full 


floor in that building in New York 
City. Ms. Carbine has a corner of- 
fice. It still overflow^ with manu- 
scripts, but there are books in 
neat cases and her baseball glove 
is displayed prominently instead 
of being kept in a desk drawer. 


MS. Magazine's 'staff is in a 


league that pits one magazine 
staff against another. 


"We played Psychology' Today

office with a shoehorn the first 
time — during the volume one 
days.

Steinem, neither MS. Magazine 
nor the women's movement has 
arrived yet. 


MS. Magazine looks to contin- 


And the women's 
movement? 


With losses on the 
abortion 


rights front and the Equal Rights 
Amendment in trouble, the wom- 
en's movement doesn't look too 
good to veteran feminists. Does it 
mean the women's movement is 
running out of steam? 


Ms. Carbine and Ms. Steinem 


rejected any notion of weakening 
in the women's movement. 


"But we are confronting grim 


realities," Steinem said. "The big- 
gest one is that no gain can be 
taken for granted. 


"To secure gains takes on-going 


efforts and energy and that is no 
less of a commitment. 


- "I AM AN OPTIMIST. One way 
to measure the importance of a 
movement is to look at the resis- 
tance. That is a way of ratifying 
the depth and seriousness and ex- 
tent of a movement. 


"Initially we were not taken se- 


riously. We were met with ridi- 
cule, a fad, trivialized, made fun 
of — treated as the original hula 
hoop. 


"The extent to which we now 


are taken seriously reflects the 
movement's importance, its depth 
and its irreversibility." 


"There is no turning back."

Woven fabrics need correct darts 


Dear Eunice Farmer: I'm not an experienced 


seamstress. In fact,. I recently learned to sew using 
knits and have only made things, 
1 that don't require 


fitting. Now, on my first encounter with woven fab- 
ric, I've been confronted with disaster. 


The dress I am making has darts for fitting,the' 


bustline, and I'm sure they aren't in the right place. 
However, I followed the pattern exactly, Can you 
help me? — Mrs J. S. S. 


Dear Mrs. J. S. S.: People who learned'to sew 


using knits will find there is a whole new world 
waiting with woven fabrics, and the sewing tech- 
niques used will be very different. 


The most important thing to remember is that you 


must learn to depend on darts and ease for fitting, 
not the "stretch factor" of knitted fabrics. Also, the 
placement of bustline darts must be adjusted to the 
individual woman — the pattern only should suggest 
the location. 


To find out where your 'darts" belong, measure 


yourself from the shoulder to the tip of the bust and 
compare this measurement with the placement of 
the dart on the pattern. A side dart should be placed, 
so Its point is opposite the fullest part of your bust. If 
the dart is below the bust, it should end .one-half to 
one inch below the fullest part of your bust. 


For your first attempt at a fitted garment, it might 


bo a good idea to baste, the darts and try on the 
garment before you machine-stitch the dart.

Dear Virginia: I'm sorry, sometimes I forget not 


everybody has a zig-zag machine. However, there is 
another way to apply the elastic that works just as 
well. 


Proceed as I explained in the earlier column by 


tying a string tightly around the waistline over your 
dress. If there is blouson, adjust it the way you 
would like to wear the dress, then carefully mark the 
dress in several spots under the string. 


After removing the garment, baste a thread all 


around its waistline. However, instead of zig-zag 
stitching over the elastic from the 'inside of the 
dress, make a1 very narrow casing -on the inside. 
You may fold seam tape in half and machine stitch 
it to the dress, then .thread the elastic through the 
'tape. 
'' Before permanently tying the elaslc hi place, 
though, try the dress on and see if everything fits the 
way youVant it. When everything is right, tie the 


' elastic.

Extreme heat causes 
/, 


health problems 


My husband does hard physical labor outdoors and it Is already . 


hot here. He comes In'with his clothes soaked from sweating. I am : 
worried he may get heat stroke. Is there anything he can do to 
prevent It? Should ho be taking salt tablets to prevent heat stroke? 
I've heard that taking salt helps protect you from the heat. 


There is a lot of confusion about heat problems because heat can, 


cause several different conditions. 
. ' " , ' . 


Heat exhaustion is one severe form of failure to adapt to heat 


and work. It may be associated with an inadequate water intake 
or an inadequate salt intake. Often both problems occur together. 
Simple salt depletion that is benefited by salt tablets is moire apt 
to occur in the worker who sweats a lot and drinks lots of water. 
When this happens, the body temperature remains .normal and the 
Individual tends to be pale and clammy. These people usually do 
not complain of thirst. 


Water depletion is associated with a rise in body temperature, 


usually to around 100 to 101 degrees F. It does not get as high as it 
does in the presence of heat stroke. 


Heat strokes art associated with body temperatures of 104 to 106 


degrees F. You may be surprised to learn that these are more apt 
to occur in older persons or people who are ill than in healthy 
workers such as your husband. It often occurs after the daily 
temperature has been 100 degrees F. for days without any cool 
nights. People who do not have air conditioning then have no 
chance to really lose body heat and the build-up leads to heat 
stroke, 


Remember, it is not just the heat from the outside temperature 


but the heat generated by your own body that is important. If you 
lose the ability to eliminate body heat, the body temperature will 
rise steadily until a heat stroke occurs. For this reason, the tem- 
perature doesn't need to be exceptionally high to induce heat 
strokes — just constant. To give you more informaMon on prob- 
lems associated with heat I am sending you The Health Letter 
number 742, Heat Stress; Cramps, Exhaustion, Stroke. Others 
who want this information can send 50 cents with a long, stamped,, 
self-addressed envelope for it to P.O. Box 1551, Radio City Station, 
New York, N.Y. 10019. 


LONG DISTANCE runners sometimes have heat stroke when the 


weather is hot and they cannot eliminate the heat generated by 
racing. The same is true of football players, particularly when 
practicing in the late summer months. 


Unfortunately, salt tablets usually cause more harm than good. 


The individual with a water deficit will harm himself with salt 
tablets and this may help push him into a dangerous heat stroke. 


The best approach for people like your husband is to be sure and 


drink plenty of water and use fluids that contain salt. Milk is a 
good choice. A quart of low-fat milk a day will increase the salt 
intake. Using considerable amounts of salt on the food will help, 
but it may lead to excess salt use. In addition to milk he can drink 
at least two 8-ounce glasses of orange juice a day. That will pro- 
vide potassium — which also is important. Dressing properly, 
avoiding obesity and avoiding heat when possible all are important 
in avoiding the problems of heat.

Dear Roberta: Lots of adult education services offer classes in 


auto mechanics for beginners. But I went to a different sort of 
class, and, since it was so rewarding, want to recommend what 
several of my neighbors and I chose instead.

vice department and asked if we could hire him to teach .us about 
our own cars. We had 10 one-night-a-week "classes," held in our 
driveways or garages. 


Each of us learned to take apart and to repair and replace 


various parts of the once-mystifying machinery under the hoods. 
We learned how to change oil and filter, flush the coolant system, 
clean the automatic transmission and replace gaskets, spark 
plugs, filters and test hoses. We don't have to make appointments 
weeks ahead at car shops, or have to line up at 7 a.m. in the.hope 
we'll get service that day, and we save oodles by avoiding fat 
labor charges. — Cathy Tuerk. 


Dear Roberta: I used to buy giant-sized bottles of soda, which 


had to stand on the counter because they were too tall for my 
refrigerator. Then I noticed mold in the bottles. The store man- 
ager where I'd bought them said deterioration would set in once 
any food is opened to the air, and is hastened by lack of refrig- 
eration. Could I have done anything to preserve them? — Eliza' 
Crofton. 


A good seal will help such products last longer. Or, If even a 


substitute stopper won't allow you to refrigerate it on its side, prop 
it up at such an angle that it won't leak. 


Dear Roberta: I used to think our house was beautified by ivy- 


covered walls. Changed my mind when Ivy broke through weak 
mortar, and expanded minute entrances into ones large enough to 
give easy entrance to insects and field mice. Now I pay to have

'Hunchback* powerful but changed 


Only in the Impoverished streets of 15th century 


Paris could the love of a gypsy girl touch the heart 
of the deformed bell-ringer of Notre Dame. Only 
there could Gothic romance erupt into civE strife 
and death. 


Victor Hugo's classic, "The Hunchback of Notre 


Dame," is not just a love story or a profile of a 
pitifully grotesque creature of God. It is the author's 
own personal statement on the clergy, social classes 
and abuse of power. 


The remake of this flamboyant work does not even 


come close to the lurid excellence of the original 1939 
movie that featured Charles Laughton as the hun- • 
chback, Quasimodo. But NBC's offering of "The 
Hunchback of Notre Dame" at 8 p.m. today on Chan- 
nel 5 is noteworthy in its own right and a refreshing,' 
more spohisticated use of television than we have 
seen throughout the summer. 


THE ELEMENT that continues to make this story 


and others like it popular today is the innocent, ugly 
beast whose inner beauty outshines the physical 
beauty of those around him. 


It is the same element that worked to the advan- 


tage of "Beauty and the Beast," which also was 
remade as an American television special several 
years ago starring George C. Scott and his wife, 
Trish Vandever. 


NBC's surrealistic version of "Hunchback" comes 


from the British Broadcasting Corp. in an exchange 
of major dramatic specials. 


While the lead actors and actresses in the produc- 


tion are unknown to the American audience their 
performances are enjoyable. Warren Clarke portrays 
Quasimodo, who wins our sympathy at the outset of 
the story as he is crowned the "Pope of Fools" by 
the poor people of Paris in 1485, the ugliest of their 
ranks who will preside over their annual street festi- 
val. 


THEN THERE IS the red-lipped Esmeralda, 


played by Michelle Newell, who taunts and teases 
while flaunting her body during the whirls of her 
tamborine dance. 


Notre Dame Cathedral's archdeacon, played by 


Kenneth Haigh, is a sardonic character figure that 
lurks in the shadows of Paris in a black, hooded 
monk's robe. 


According to legend, Quasimodo was abandoned as 


a baby outside the cathedral gates and was reared 
like a son by the archdeacon. 


However a bizarre love triangle forms among the 


three: Quasimodo falls in love with Esmeralda, who 
is secretly the target of the archdeacon's satanic 
passions. 


BECAUSE ESMERALDA refuses the clergyman's 


advances, he condemns her to an unjust death at the 
gallows for witchcraft. In the 1939 movie, Esmeralda 
is saved from the hangman by Quasimodo who 
plucks her from the gallows like Tarzan, swinging in 
and out of the public square on a rope until they 
reach the safety of the towers of Notre Dame. 


Quasimodo doesn't make the rescue quite that way 


in this newer version. There are, in fact, a good 
number of deviations from the novel, "Notre-Dame 
de Paris" in this two-hour special. The ending is 
even different from the novel. 


But, the complicated character relationships that 


haunted the original writing have been preserved in 
this remake and are most evident in Esmeralda. She 
marries a young poet through a strange twist of 
events, although her heart belongs to the fortune- 
hunting Captain Phoebus. Although Esmeralda is in- 
nocently attractive; she hardly seems worth all the 
fuss that is made over her and eventually brings 
about the end of most of those around her. 


Of the despicable characters in Hugo's work, 


Quasimodo alone seems the most worthy. He is ca-

pable of the love and loyalty that none of those 
around him seems able to express because of their 
self-serving concerns. 


"I wish I were even more ugly — not man and 


beast, just beast," Quasimodo laments. The tears of 
despondency he sheds while ringing the bells of 
Notre Dame, crying out in the wake of their tolls so 
that no one will hear, expose the soul of the beast. 


The fast-paced, uniquely staged production is a 


love story with an unhappy ending. But, it is good, 
enjoyable watching for the whole family and offers 
some stark insights to Hugo's Paris. 
TV NOTES: 


• John Wayne has signed a multi-million dollar 


deal with ABC to produce and star in 6, two-hour 
specials during the next two years. It is'expected 
that several of the specials will be made-for-tele- 
vision movies. Wayne, 69, has continually shied away 
from television, declining the starring role in the 
CBS series "Gunsmoke" when it was first developed 
in 1955. He has appeared on several variety shows 
recently, although his claim to fame remains "The 
Duke" of'the Westerns. 


• Operation Prime Time officials have said they 


will go with 4, six-hour mini-series next year, in- 
spired by the recent success of their first project, 
"Testimony of Two Men." A special A.C. Nielsen 
survey determined that the television novel, carried 
by independent stations in May, received an average 
national rating of 16, beating such network hits as 
"Fish," "Starsky and Hutch," "Donny and Marie," 
"Chico and'the Man," "Good Times," "Little House 
on the Prairie'' and ' 'The Waltons 


The mini-series faired best in Pittsburgh where it 


has received an average rating of 25 and was worst 
in New York where it attracted an average rating of 
15. "Testimony of Two Men" averaged a 16 rating in 
Chicago during its three week showing on WGN-TV, 
Channel 9. 


Independent television officials involved with the 


project said the ratings proved that alternative net- 
work programming could be provided successfully to 
their stallions and supported by the public.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — When Hen- 


ry Winkler isn't working in a scene 
for "Happy Days," he kicks the Fonz 
habit automatically. 


There wasn't a trace of ^ the wise- 


cracking rFonzie in Henry's Para- 
mount dressing room 'one day., Henry 
was on a lunch break from his star- 
ring role in "The One, The Only," his 
second movie this year. 


Henry, in fact, is the antithesis of 


the 'Fonz. He's inordinately sensitive 
to o t h e r peoples' 
feelings, in- 


tellectually inclined and speaks more 
[passionately about acting than about 
.females: 
; 


HIS PERSONAL popularity is at its 


height. His series is in the top 10. 
Film producers clamor for his ser- 
vices.. Yet Winkler is as insecure as' 
an aspen leaf in a tornado, a most un-1 
Fonz-like.manifestation, 


One suspects Henry is a worrier. At 


the moment he is troubled about his 
future as a movie star. 


He hasn't seen a single frame of 


film on "The One, The Only," nor a 
foot of celluloid of "Heroes," which he 
completed at Universal Pictures this 
spring. 


"I'm frightened of both pictures," 


Henry said unhappily. "I work on in- 
stinct and impulse. I don't go to 
dailies to see what I'm doing up there 
on the screen. So I'm unsure of my 
progress. 


"I skip -dailies because I'm afraid 


they would pervert me, make me too 
conscious of myself, prevent me from 
concentrating on the character I'm 
playing.- . 


"I DON'T KNOW how the pictures 


will be accepted. But I am aware, that 
both characters I play are totally un- 
related'to the Fonz. There's an entire- 
ly different milieir involved.

Henry isn't new to movies. Indeed, 


'he had top roles in "The Lords of 
Flatbush" and "Crazy Joe" before 
"Happy Days" propelled him to su- 
perstardom. But in his pre-fame days 
Henry's reputation wasn't on the line. 
He wasn't expected to carry a film on 
his own shoulders. 


The characters in both early films, 


like the Fonz, were street people. 
Both new pictures are love stories. In 
"Heroes" Henry plays a Vietnam vet.

In "The One, The Only," he's an ac- 
tor-turned-wrestler. 


HENRY PROUDLY announced that 


he did almost all his own stunts, in- 
cluding wrestling, in both pictures. 


"But I'll never make two movies in 


a row like this again," he said. "I 
only had two weeks off between them. 
An actor really needs time to re- 
charge." 


Henry was interrupted by the arriv- 


al of his girlfriend, Stacey.Weitzman, 
a chic, intelligent woman with soft 
eyes. She runs her own public rela- 
tions firm for fashion houses. 


"How did they look?" Henry asked. 
Stacey had returned from watching 


the previous day's footage of "The 
One, The Only." She told Henry in de- 
tail which shots were most effective 
and gave her opinion of his perform- 
ance. 


"Stacey's really great at judging 


what I do on the screen," Winkler ex- 
plained. 


"She isn't part of show business so 


she can give me an honest, objective 
view of what she sees. You know, as 
if she were part of a theater au- 
dience." 


Winkler speaks affectionately .of 


Stacey but keeps his private life to 
himself. She has been his favorite 
companion for more "than a year. 
Whether they have permanent plans 


for the future is known only to Henry 
and Stacey. 


HENRY FACES an important ca- 


reer decision in the next few months. 
This is the final season of his five- 
year contract with Paramount and 
ABC-TV for "Happy Days." He must 
choose whether to continue as the 
Fonz or cut out for movies. 


"My conscience has not yet made 


up its mind," he said. "I feel a great 
deal of responsibility for the show. I 
mean'there's a big audience out there 
watching 'Happy Days' and I fsel re- 
sponsible to the viewers." 


He feels less responsible to the cast 


and crew of the series. In show busi- 
ness, Henry says, it's every man for 
himself. An actor can only take into 
consideration what is best for his ca- 
reer. 


"I say in your choice is your tal- 


ent," he said. "The only consistent 
thing about being an actor is the 
knowledge that it is the hardest pro- 
fession in the world. It can also be the 
most rewarding. 


"I had a lot of doors closed in my 


face in Hollywood and New York. A 
lot of parts I was turned down for. 
You know going in acting involves a 
tremendous amount of rejection. But 
you persist because you know you've 
got it."

Percy hints losses 
in Teamsters fund 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., reported Sunday some federal offi- 


cials fear the $1,4 billion Teamsters Central States Pension Fund 
may have lost as much as half of its assets in bad investments. 
Percy, ranking minority member of the Senate permanent in- 
vestigations subcommittee, made his claim in a statement issued 
before hearings Monday into the government's investigation of the 
fund. Labor Sec. Bay Marshall was summoned to appear before 
both the Senate panel and the House Ways and Means oversight 
subcommittee this week to testify about the investigation. 


These were the first such oversight hearings since Teamsters 


President Frank Fitzsimmons resigned April 29 as a trustee of the 
pension fund in a reorganization agreement sought by the Labor 
Dept. Percy said the Teamsters pension fund has a reputation for 
making loans to Las Vegas casinos, dog tracks and risky real 
estate developments — returning a profit of only 4.9 per cent 
between 1960 and 1974. He also repeated allegations that large 
sums of money were lent to organized crime figures. 


"There is concern on the part of some federal officials that the 


fund may have lost between 500 milEon and 700 milUon — perhaps 
as much as one-half of the fund's assets — because of these bad 
Investments," he said. Percy said the hearings were caEed to 
Inform Teamsters about their pension funds. He said he may soon 
propose a "sunshine biE" allowing workers to monitor private 
decisions made by pension fund managers. 


Oil recovery story pessimistic 


Congressional researchers, In a report more pessimistic than 


many past studies, said Sunday America is unlikely to recover 
more than 17 per cent of the oil from its known petroleum reser- 
voirs no matter how high prices go. Recovery could run as 
low as 4 per cent if oil prices are not allowed to rise and if 
advanced techniques for getting oil from the ground prove less 
promising than expected, the Congressional Office of Technology 
and Assessment said. 


The report — described as the most comprehensive survey ever 


of oil reserves in the lower 48 states and the Outer Continental 
shelf — placed the total level of U.S. reserves at about 300 billion 
barrels. "It is well known that traditional methods of oil produc- 
tion recover only a small portion of the oil present in the produc- 
ing formation," the report said. Recent studies, it said, estimated 
the best enhanced recovery techniques being tested might get out 
an extra 13 biEion to 76 billion barrels at prices close to the 
present level.

Behold the poor secretary—she's 
more valuable than you think

NEW YORK (UPI) - With unem- 


ployment distressingly high it re- 
mains an "employers market" but 
there is one job category where de- 
mand so far outstrips available supply 
as to make it almost an "endangered 
species." 


"The demand is so great and the 


number of people entering the field so 
small that statistics project a shortfall 
of around 3 million secretarial jobs 
between 1975 and 1985," Mitchell S. 
Fromstein, president of Manpower, 
Inc., said in an interview. 


While part of the shortage can be 


traced to the women's movement and 
r e s u l t i n g disdain for ''women's 
work," much of the blame lies with 
industry and the common perception 
of a secretarial position as contrasted 
to the reality, according to Promstein. 


"WHILE THE REALITY is that a 


major executive often is easier to re- 


place — and more likely to be fired — 
than a good secretary, the perception 
of the job is far from that." 


Fromstein said the secretary more 


often is viewed as the lowest rung on 
the management ladder, instead of 
the vital link — or entry position — 
that it actually is. 


"A secretary is in a much better 


position to learn the workings of a 
company than, say, a mail room 
clerk, but the latter often is chosen by 
an applicant as an entry job," he 
said. 
' In order to cope with the ever-in- 
creasing amount of paper work and 
routine office jobs, industry wiE have 
to do more to attract young people to 
the secretarial field, Fromstein said, 
"beginning at the educational level, 
where business courses have all but 
disappeared from high schools." 


THE JOB ALSO must be upgraded 


and industry must take an active part 


in doing so if it hopes to attract a high 
caliber of young people, he said. 


But there are good secretaries 


around — like a recently-divorced ac- 
quaintance who says, "I like being a 
secretary. I don't want to be an 'exec- 
utive assistant.' or help run the office, 
I just want to be a secretary. And I'm 
a good one." 


The trouble is, she says, it is more 


or less of a dead end as far as salary 
goes, an important factor when "it's 
the only salary instead of a second 
salary." 


While most entry jobs are low sala- 


ry, Fromstein said, there should be a 
better system of identifying secretar- 
ial levels that would provide people 
with very high skills and a great deal 
of experience with commensurate sal- 
aries. 


"There are a lot of women out there 


— women like your acquaintance who 
like secretarial work, and married 
women who were skilled secretaries 


when they were younger and would 
like to reenter the field." 


FROMSTEIN THINKS one way that 


industry could attract many of these 
skilled secretaries'is by offering'flex- 
ible hours. 


"Flexibility in work schedule is 


what attracts most people to our tem- 
porary help agency," he said. 


"The flexible work schedule has 


been used for full-tune help, but on a 
very limited basis nationwide," 
he 


said. "Where it has been tried, it's 
been tremendously successful." 


"There is a whole change in atti- 


tude that often is mistaken for people 
wanting to do less work," Fromstein 
said. "But this is not it at all. The 
real change is that people want al- 
ternatives — in salary, hours and 
working conditions." 


Fromstein said this is "something 


new and it will have to be dealt with 
— not only in the secretarial field but 
throughout industry." 


New atom smasher not hazardous

Medi+Physics Inc., a maker of nu- 


clear medicines, plans to build a so- 
phisticated multi-million dollar atom 
smasher called a cyclotron in a north 
Arlington Heights industrial park. 


The cyclotron, one of the first in the 


Chicago area to be built by private 
industry, will produce radioactive iso- 
topes for medicines used in diagnostic 
tests. 


The radioactive material is low-lev- 


el, with a half-life of just six hours. 
And the cyclotron poses no hazard to 
the environment, John Malasanos, 
manager of Medi+Physics, 9820 Bryn 


• Mawr, Rosemont, said Friday. 


"IN THE CLIMATE that we live in 


today, all we have to do is mention 
nuclear energy and people get ner- 
vous," Malasanos said. A cyclotron is 
not a nuclear reactor and does not use 
fissionable material, he said. 


"A cyclotron is no more like a reac- 


tor than an X-ray machine is," Mala- 
sanos said. "When an X-ray machine 
malfunctions you don't get a picture. 
If the cyclotron malfunctions, we 
don't get medicine." 


The cyclotron uses high-energy pro- 


tons, the positively charged particle in 
the nucleus of the atom, to split atoms 
into smaller particles.

A few tips to get money 
while away from home 


NEW YORK — If you run short of 


money while away from home, how 
can you lay hands on some ready 
cash? 


This is an important question for 


vacationers, who may not be used to 
solving financial emergencies on the 
road. Even business travelers accus- 
tomed to paving their way with credit 
cards sometimes run short of money 
if a trip is longer than expected. 


If you carry the major bank cards, 


restaurant cards, a gasoEne card or 
American Express, you can usually 
charge a good part of the expenses. 
Some travelers use credit cards at the 
start of a trip, then switch to cash 
once they're pretty sure their money 
will last. 


BUT THERE ARE plenty of situ- 


ations where credit cards are not 
enough. If you car breaks down, for 
example, the mechanic wiE want 
cash. You also need money for all the 
minor expenses, likt highway tolls, 
admission fees and hamburgrs. 


As long as there is money in your 


checking account at home, you don't 
have to worry about being stranded. 
If your habit is to keep most of your 
money in savings, it makes sense to 
transfer some to a checking account 
before the trip, so that it's immediate- 
>ly on hand. Cash can be transferred 
out of a savings account long dis- 
tance, but it's easier just to write a 
check. 


If you're IraveEng in the United 


States, many places will cash a 
check, as long as you have sufficient 
identification. Large hotels or motels, 
for example, may accept checks in 
payment for a night's lodging. Ameri- 
can Express guarantees payment of a 
cardholder's check up to $50 at motels 
or hotels around the world — some- 
thing you might point out if you are a 
cardholder and the hotel seems reluc- 
tant. 


With a little ingenuity, you should 


be able to find other places that will 
accept a check. For example, if 
you're spending a week at a summer 
cottage, a local grocer may let you 
charge food purchases and pay by 
check at the end of the stay. 


ALTERNATIVELY, go to a local 


bank, explain that you're run short of 
money, and ask to cash a check. Most 
banks will do so, after calling your 
home bank and having that sum deb- 
ited from your account. If traveEng 
abroad, you might also get this ser- 
vice from an American bank in a for- 
eign city, although there will be a de-_ 
lay while your account is checked. 


If vacationing in just one or two 


spots, ask your bank in advance 
whether it has a "correspondent 
bank" in the area, through which it 
does business. If dealing with a corre- 
spondent of your home bank, in the 
United States or abroad, you may be 
able to have money wired direct from

your cheeking account. 


A precaution is to travel with suf- 


ficient identification, in case you have 
to prove to a bank who you are. Keep 
the cards or papers separata from 
your money, so if a purse or wallet is 
stolen you won't lose the identi- 
fication, too. 


If holding a bank credit card that 


entitles you to a line of credit, you can 
usually get money through any bank 
that issues the same card. The virtue 
of bank cards is that you can raise 
money even if there's nothing in your 
bank account. You simply draw on 
your line of credit — in effect, getting 
a long-distance loan. Keep a note of 
your bank card numbers so they can 
be used as a reference if the cards 
are stolen. 


An American Express card entitles 


the holder to cash a personal check of 
up to $450 through most of AMEX's 
offices or representatives 
in the 


United States and abroad. Cardhol- 
ders also can get a cash advance of 
up to $50, at an AMEX office or any 
desk of American Airlines. 


Recently, American Express began 


installing travelers-check machines at 
heavily traveled domestic airports. 
You have to arrange for access to 
these machines in advance, by author- 
izing American Express to draw on 
your personal checking account for 
the amount of travelers checks pur- 
chased. Once that's done, you can get 
up to $500 worth of checks on the spot.

tron, in the Arlington Industrial Re- 
search 
Center, Arlington Heights 


Road and University Drive. The facil- 
ity is expected to cost $5 million. An 
exact site has not been determined. 


Use of the cyclotron is monitored by 


s e v e r a l d i f f e r e n t government 
agencies, including the Nuclear Regu- 
latory Commission and the Illinois 
Dept. of Public Health, Malasanos 
said. 


Equipment for the cyclotron is 


being made in Sweden, The atomic 
accelerator will be contained by con- 
crete walls eight-feet thick and a four- 
foot-thick roof. 


Medi+Physics' cyclotron will be 


rated at 40 million electron volts, a 
"table top model," Malasanos says 
compared to the world's largest atomic 
accelerator, 500 billion electron volts, 
located at Fermilab in Batavia, 111. 


THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Envi- 


ronmental Control Commission re- 
viewed Medi+Physics' plans June 23 
and by a 7-0 vote concluded that it 
was "environmentally acceptable to 
Arlington Heights." Sites in the indus- 
trial park already are zoned for the 
facility. 


There will be nothing unusual about 


the appearance of the cyclotron build- 
ing, Malasanos said. Construction 
should be complete by January 1978. 


Medi+Physics 
supplies 
nuclear 


medicine to numerous hospitals in the 
Chicago area, including Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital, Arlington 
Heights, Malasanos said. 


The six-hour half-life of the medi- 


cine means the radiation level drops 
by 50 per cent every six hours. 


RADIOACTIVE LIQUID waste from 


the laboratory will be stored until the 
radiation level is negligible and then 
be disposed of, Malasanos said. No 
radiation will be released to the at- 
mosphere, he said. 


The cyclotron does not pose a,major 


security problem because none*of the 
radioactive material is fissionable. 
"It's not something that people would 
find worthwhile to try to steal. It's not 
like a reactor that uses fissionable 
material. The material we use is real- 
ly of no value to anyone," Malasanos 
said. 


Nevertheless, someone will be at 


the Medi + Physics laboratory 24 
hours a day, he said. 


The company had presented plans for 


a cyclotron-laboratory at an undeter- 
mined location in Wheeling. But the 
plans were withdrawn in June, report- 
edly after a real estate deal for the 
facility fell through.

Steve Stone's performance for the 


White Sox Sunday was the type of 
pitching job nobody expected when 
the team left spring training a few 
months ago.' 


But then few people thought the Sox 


would be leading their division at the 
Ail-Star break. 


Stone worked eight innings, allow- 


ing only three hits while striking out 
nine, to' earn his 10th victory of the 
season, a 3-2 nudging of the Boston 
Red Sox. 


BRIAN 
DOWNING, 
who 
caught 


Stone's fiery fastball Sunday, spoke 
in quiet tones about the basic element 
' underlying the Sox' success so far this 
summer. 


"We didn't think we'd get this good 


of pitching," Downing said. "But, so 
far, when we need the pitching we get 
it. When we needed to hold them, we 
did." 


The irony of Sunday's victory was 


that it ended with a Downing fastball, 
a perfect strike that caught pinch run- 
ner Steve Dillard trying to steal in the 
top of the ninth with two out. 


"We had a pretty good idea that he 


would be going," Downing said. '"Ev- 
erything worked out great." 


RED SOX MANAGER Don Zimmer 


figured it would be better to go for the 
stolen base, considering that Boston 
had only four hits all afternoon. And 
.the Sox guessed right. 


Three" innings earlier, Jim Spencer 


made a correct assumption on a Reg- 
gie Cleveland pitch!' He socked it into 
the upper deck in the right-field cor- 
ner to give the Sox the winning mar- 
gin. 


There were two outs and nobody on 


when Spencer hit his game-saver. A 
few pitches before the blast, he 
knocked one into the same spot, but it 
was just foul. 


"The pitch I hit out was more inside 


and a little lower than the one that 
went foul," Spencer said. "I wished 
I'd gone with a heavier bat all year." 


THE SOX' FIRST BASEMAN was 


referring to the switch he made a few 
-weeks back when he. decided to swing 
teammate Richie Zisk's bat, which is 
2% ounces heavier than his previous 
model. Spencer now has 14 home runs 
this year, tying the mark he hit for all 
last season. 


It was the only homer of the day, an 


oddity when considering the power 
that is combined when the Sox of 
White and Red play together. Going 
into the game, the total for both clubs 
was 238 with Boston leading at 132. 


"You have to pitch carefully and go 


with your best stuff when you face 
Boston," said Bob Lemon, the Sox 
manager. "If you keep the ball in the 
park against them, you've had a hel- 
luva good day." 


That was how Stone described it. 


"YOU KNOW YOU can't get away 


with 
as 
many mistakes 
against 


them," he said. "You have to have a 
good day, and it was for me." 


If the middle finger on his pitching 


hand had not suffered a rip near the 
nail, Stone probably would have pick- 
ed up his eighth complete game. As it 
was, he got help from Lerrin LaGrow, 
who earned Ms 16th save. 


"That split finger was the only rea- 


son I left the game," Stone explained. 


"I wasn't tired alt all because warm 
weather never really bothered me." 


Neither did the'pressure of a hot 


Boston" lineup, especially 
in 
the 


eighth inning when Fred Lynn walked 
and Jim Rice singled, both with two 
outs. Stone suffered his split finger 
while throwing a few errant sliders to 
Lynn. 


AFTER THAT, HE was left with 


only his fastball. But on this day, that 
was the pitch that was working best. 


Carlton Fisk followed Rice to the 


plate and manager Lemon went to the 
mound to talk with Stone. 


"He told me he would get him out," 


Lemon said, "and he didn't lie to 
me." 


Sure enough, a few fastballs later 


Fisk had struck out. "My arm's been 
very good so far, and I think today 
was the hardest I've ever thrown," 
Stone said. 


THE ONLY BALL HIT hard against 


Stone was a triple by Rice in the 
fourth. Fisk's sacrifice fly brought 
Rice home with the tying run after 
Boston had scored an unearned one in 
the third. 


The Sox took a 2-0 lead in the sec- 


ond when Zisk and Oscar Gamble 
walked to open the inning. Spencer 
then lined a ground-rule double that 
hopped over the wall in center field, 
scoring Zisk. Gamble came in on 
Downing's sacrifice fly to right. 


When it was all over, Lemon and 


his coaches proposed a toast to each 
other in the solitude of the manager's 
office. With the first half of the season 
completed, the modest celebration 
seemed well-earned. 


Phillies' Bowa 
robs Cubs, 4-2 


PHILADELPHIA - If Larry Bowa 


was a relief pitcher, he would have 
earned a save for the job he did on 
the Cubs Sunday. 


And If Jay Johnstone was a home- 


run hitter, his fans might nOt have 
been quite so surprised when his two 
deep blasts into the right field seats at 
Veterans' Stadium provided the win- 
ning margin in the Phillies' 4-2 win. 


BOWA AND JOHNSTONE were the. 


heroes, along with wily Philadelphia 
southpaw Steve Carlton, as the Phils 
sent the Cubs reeling for the third 
time in four games. The Philadelphia 
victory once again cut the Cub lead in 
the NL East to two games, where it 
will remain until the All-Star break 
ends on Thursday. 


Johnstone hit his fifth and sixth 


homers of the season — one in the 
first inning and one in the sixth — and 
he added a single during the Phillies' 
one-run mlni-raily in the third. Both 
homers were off losing pitcher Ray 
Burris, now 9-9. 


Golden glover Bowa, the Phils' little 


shortstop, turned a potential Cub up- 
rising in the ninth into a bad dream of 
dashed hopes. With Tug McGraw 
working his first inning of relief for 
Carlton, Bobby Murcer opened with a 
single and Jerry Morales drew a walk 
on four pitches. 


But when Steve Ontiveros lined 


McGraw's next pitch toward the gap 
in left center, Bowa leaped as high as 
his 5-10, 155-pound frame would take 
him and he snared Ontiveros' would- 
be hit with a spiteful snap of his Wil- 


. son A2000 glove. 


FORTUNATELY FOR THE Cubs, 


neither Murcer nor Morales had wan- 
dered too far from their respective 
bases, so Bowa had to settle for just 
one out. Unfortunately, however, Cub 
catcher George Mitterwald, the.next 
batter, rolled a routine doubleplay 
ball toward Bowa — and for Bowa, 
routine is routine and the game was 
over. 


No one knows if Bowa's robbery on 


Ontiveros' ball prevented a double or 
what, but for sure one run would have 
scored and the tying run would have 
been on third base with no one out. 


Earlier, in the eighth, Bowa had 


taken a hit away from pinch-batter 
Manny Trillo by going deep into the 
hole and forcing Kelleher at second.

Ever since Major League Baseball 


gave the All-Star voting back to the 
fans eight years ago, sportswriters 
have criticized the fans' selections.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The Ameri- 


can League, a winner just twice in the 
last 20 All-Star games, is placing its 
slim hopes to stop that embarrassing 
trend on the arms of a suspect pitch- 
ing staff 


The 48th major league All-Star 


Game will be played Tuesday night at 
Yankee Stadium, not far from the 
South Bronx neighborhoods where 
some of the worst disorders took 
place during last week's massive New 
York City blackout. 


And when the game begins at 7 30 


p m., neither Nolan Ryan, nor Frank 
Tanana, nor Mark "The Bird" Fidr- 
ych will be there. In their places, the 
AL must count on such starters as 
Jim Palmer and Vida Blue, both suf- 
fering sub-par seasons, and such relie- 
vers as Jim Kern and Dave LaRoche, 
hardly the kind of people whose 
names add drama to this supposed 
"mid-summer classic." 


IN RECENT seasons, it has be- 


come anything but a classic 


Bore would describe it best, even 


perhaps for those National League 
die-hards who have seen their league 
win the game with dull regularity 
with scores like 7-1 and 7-2 common in 
recent years. The AL, which once led 
the series 16-11, now trails 28-18 with 
one tie.

NL Manager Sparky Anderson of 


the Reds has no such pitching wor- 
ries. 


HE CAN CALL ON either of two 


well-rested stars — his own Tom Sea- 
ver, who pitched in six All-Star games 
for the New York Mets, or the Los 
Angeles Dodgers' Don Sutton, a veter- 
an of three All-Star appearances. Nei- 
ther Seaver, 10-5, nor Sutton, 10-4, has 
pitched since Thursday. 


Selections of the All-Star squads al- 


ways engender some degree of con- 
troversy, subjective as they are, but it 
was unfathomable why Martin passed 
over Ryan, the game's hardest throw- 
er, in the original selections. 


After all, Ryan has a record of 12-8, 


has pitched four shutouts, 15 complete 
games in 22 starts, a 2.58 earned run 
average, and 222 strikeouts and only 


116 hits allowed in 181-2/3 innings 
Ryan might have been a match for 
the National League's power hitters 


Except for shortstop Dave Con- 


cepcion of Cincinnati, each of the NL 
starters voted by the fans has hit 
more than 10 home runs. In fact, the

Abboud said he never dreamed he 


would head a list of the 10 'most pow- 
erful people in Illinois and doesn't 
take it very seriously. 


"I just thank the Lord every day 


that I have a job. As far as I'm con- 
cerned I cut my grass and put my 
clothes on the same way that everone 
else does. I look at this list lightly 
because I believe there is no such 
thing," Abboud said Sunday in a tele- 
phone interview. 


"There is no such thing as individ- 


ual power. The community gets its 
strength from group action and coop- 


eration. No man works alone. Only 
people have power together," he said, 
responding to the list released Sunday 
that was compiled through a special 
Associated Press task force survey. 


"I told my wife that if I really have 


so much power, then why don't we 
have branch banking in this state," 
Abboud joked in an easy-going man- 
ner. "Myself and others on that list are 
going to have to take a lot of good- 
natured ribbing about this and prob- 
ably will have to pick up a lot of lunch 
bills too." 


ABBOUD REFUSES to think of 


himself as the most powerful figure in 
Illinois, overshadowing the likes of 
Gov. James R. Thompson, Chicago

Garage sale permit plan 
rapped by city residents 


by TERRY HERSIIEY 


"There's just no need for it.

sales over the weekend, feel about a 
city proposal to license the events in 
an effort to limit residents to one per 
year.

Pulls, 1010 Arnold Ct. 


Lynn Leaveck, 673 Rose St., who is 


for the sates but not the permits, be- 
lieves the proposal would cost the city 
too much money to be practical. 


THE WHOLE IDEA of licensing ga- 


rage sales came from complaints city 
officials have received from residents 
who say their neighbors are holding 
garage sales almost weekly. 


Des Plaines has an ordinance which 


limits residents to one sale a year, but 
enforcement is impossible, said May- 
or Herbert H. Volberding. 


So now the city is considering a pro- 


posal to require residents to buy a 
permit for $1 as a way of monitoring 
the number of sales each year. 


"I've received numerous complaints 


about garage sales turning into flea 
markets. We have to exhibit some 
c o n t r o l s through licensing," Vol- 
berding said. 


HE SAID SOME of those com- 


plaining say their neighbors are sell- 
ing new merchandise in their garage 
sales — much like a retail outlet. This 


is against the city's ordinance, Vol- 
berding said. 


"Some of the garage sale mer- 


chants are buying flea market mer- 
'chandise in Chicago and new mer- 
chandise and selling it through this 
medium. I am of the opinion that the 
city is being denied sales tax reve- 
nues. We can watch them more close- 
ly through this type of regulation," 
Volberding said. 


The proposal is expected to be as- 


signed to a committee for study at the 
Des Plaines City Council meeting 
tonight.

Nov. 12,1975. A cold night in Philly. Hot action inside 


the Blue Door Fight Club, a room that resembles a 
large unemptied trash can. The boxing ring is smaller 
than usual to ensure constant battle, and the lights 
overhead have barely enough wattage to illuminate the 
dim recesses of the mind, much less the figures in the 
ring.

achiever who, as chairman and chief 
executive officer of the First Chicago 
Corp. (the holding company for the 
First National Bank of Chicago), en- 
joys a six-digit salary and influential 
rapport with top politicians and busi- 
ness minds In the state. 


THE 47-YEAR-OLD Bostonian of 


Lebanese parents says he's worked 
hard for the power and prominence he 
enjoys today, and he admits he is 
somewhat embarrassed by his new 
claim to fame.

Abboud said he never dreamed he 


would head a list of the 10 most pow- 
erful people in Illinois and doesn't 
take it very seriously. 


"I just thank the Lord every day 


that 1 have a job. As far as I'm con- 
cerned I cut my grass and put my 
clothes on the same way that everone 
else does. I look at this list lightly 
because I believe there is no such 
thing," Abboud said Sunday in a tele- 
phone interview. 


"There is no such thing as individ- 


ual power. The community gets its 
strength from group action and coop- 


eration. No man works alone. Only 
people have power together," he said, 
responding to the list released Sunday 
that was compiled through a special 


, Associated Press task force survey. 


"I told my wife that if I really have 


so much power, then why don't we 
have branch banking in this state," 
Abboud joked in an easy-going man- 
ner. "Myself and others on that list are 
going to have to take a lot of good- 
natured ribbing about this and prob- 
ably will have to pick up a lot of lunch 
bills too." 


ABBOUD REFUSES to think of 


himself as the most powerful figure in 
Illinois, overshadowing the likes of 
Gov. James R. Thompson, Chicago 
Mayor Michael A. Bilandic and Sec. 
of State Alan J. Dixon, He contends 
that he does not carry on a private 
lifestyle that would characterize the 
state's most powerful man. 


Abboud, his wife and their three 


children settled into "a drafty, old 


farmhouse" in Harrington Hills in 
1968. The family had lived in nearby 
Fox, River Grove before moving to 
Germany'in 1966 for business'reasons. 
They had always admired the house 
on Braeburn Road, which dates hack 
to 1839, and when they returned to Illi- 
nois they bought it. 


Abboud has restored the house and 


grows wheat, corn, soybeans and zuc- 
chini on 10 of his 16 acres. "I ride the 
tractor and do a lot of the work my- 
self many nights after work and on 
the weekends." 


THE ABBOUDS HAVE no servants, 


nor do they keep horses on the 
grounds as many of their Harrington 
Hills neighbors do. They have only a 
few pet dogs and cats. Abboud's par- 
ents make their home in a separate 
home on the property. 


The posh airs of his corporate We 


are not evident in what has become 
Abboud's very private refuge. It is 
Abboud's public profile that seems to 


'suit his new distinction better. 


Abboud is one of three financial 


monarchs in Chicago whose opinions 
and strategy are highly respected. His 
two peers are Roger E. Anderson, 
chairman of the Continental Illinois 
Corp., the holding company for the 
Continental Bank of Illinois Chicago, 
and Thomas Ayers, chairman of the 
Commonwealth Edison Co. Both men 
also are on the list of the most pow- 
erful. 


Although Abboud denies that he has 


political clout, he was one of the first 
businessmen at city hall just hours af- 
ter the death of Mayor Richard J. Da- 
ley, conferring with influential alder- 
men about a temporary successor. 


HE LATER APPEARED before the

Village board to examine 
low-income housing plan 


The person developing a plan for 


tow-income housing in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage said she is optimistic the village 
board will find it acceptable Tuesday 
night. 


That's because "we're not going to 


promise pie in the sky and not deliver 
on it," Cathy Duoba, housing commis- 
sion chairwoman, said. 


She would not discuss details of the 


plan before the meeting with the 
board at 8 p.m. Tuesday, except to 
say it would call for several hundred 
rent-subsidized units for low-and 
moderate-income families and the el- 
derly. 


The proposal will include subsidies 


for rental units in new and existing 
housing, she said. 


THE ROHLWING GROVE apart- 


ment complex, being built at the 
northwest corner of Devon Avenue 
and 111. Rte. S3, is the only new devel- 
opment planning to use federal sub- 
sidies for low Income families. 


Plans already have been made for 


62 rent-subsidized apartments in the 
312-unit complex. 


Mrs. Duoba said she has not talked 


with owners of existing housing about 
having rent-subsidized apartments, 
but she expects to do so. 


The new subsidized housing to be 


proposed Tuesday night would operate 
under the Section 8 program of the 
U.S. Dept. of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment. 


The housing units, whether new or 


existing, will be scattered throughout 
Elk Grove .Village rather than concen- 
trated in one area, Mrs. Duoba said. 


P E R S O N S WHO qualify under 


HUD's income limits will pay one- 
fourth of their monthly income for 
rent. HUD will make up the differ- 
ence between that payment and the 
apartment's fair market rent to the 
landlord. 


Village officials have been appre- 


hensive about the federal govern- 
ment's involvement in the plans, and 
Mrs. Duoba said officials should act 
now to retain local control over plans. 


"If we don't do anything on it we 


will lose local control," she said. "I 
don't want outsiders making the plans 
for us."

Military chiefs cast doubt 
on Carter Korea pullout 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Military 


officials 
are suggesting President 


Carter made up his mind to withdraw 
U.S. troops from Korea while his ad- 
visers still were reviewing the issue 
— and cast doubt on the wisdom of a 
withdrawal. 


That impression emerged from de- 


tailed congressional testimony given 
last week by Gen. Bernard Rogers, 
the Army chief of staff, and witnesses 
at a House Armed Services Com- 
mittee hearing. 


Carter said at a news conference 


May 26 he issued his withdrawal deci- 
sion May 5 only after completion of 
expert consultations that concluded 
with a formal National Security Coun- 
cil meeting. 


HE SAID ROGERS Himself ex- 


plained the new policy to U.S. and 
South Korean officials during a visit 
to Seoul. But the general, who already 
was en •route to Korea when the NSC 
met April 26, left a different impres- 
sion in his congressional testimony. 


He said the purpose of his trip was 


to visit U.S. troops, not to discuss 


withdrawal proposals. But he said the 
issue was raised with him by Maj. 
Gen. John Singlaub, then a high rank- 
ing officer in the U.S. Korean com- 
mand. 


Rogers said he told Singlaub it was 


his opinion Carter already had de- 
cided on his withdrawal plan, and 
Singlaub asked, "What rationale have 
you been given for the withdrawal?" 


"And I said-None,' " Rogers testi- 


fied. 


Carter later relieved Singlaub of his 


Korean duties after the officer told a 
reporter the withdrawal plan would 
lead to war. 


ROGERS SAID Carter first had 


raised the withdrawal question with 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff at a Washing- 
ton briefing Jan. 13, when he was 
President-elect. 


Six days after Carter took office, 


Rogers said, the President formally 
asked various agencies to "examine 
possible courses of action for dealing 
with reductions in U.S. conventional

Rocky: a pug's story of hope

Nov. 12,1975. A cold night in Philly. Hot action inside 


the Blue Door Fight Club, a room that resembles a 
large unemptied trash can. The boxing ring is smaller 
than usual to ensure constant battle, and the lights 
overhead have barely enough wattage to illuminate the 
dim recesses of the mind, much less the figures in the 
ring. Two fighters, one white, the other black. 


The white fighter, Rocky Balboa, has a face covered 


with scars. His mouthpiece forces his mouth into what 
looked like a threatening smile. His black hair, shiny 
with sweat, tickles his eyelids. He moves forward, ma- 
chineh'ke, as the black fighttr, a younger man, trim and 
beautifully muscled, dances around, banging com- 
binations into Rocky's face with great accuracy. 


Rocky's head jerks back, but the punches don't even 


cause him to blink. He grins at his opponent and keeps 
grinding ahead. The people at ringside sit on folding 
chairs and clamor for blood. The bell rings and Rocky 
goes back to his corner, mouth dry, arms hanging at 
his sides. 


Rocky is a moving, 'uplifting- story of hope — a tale with 
the InsplMthJnal moral that what's important is not the 
winning but the trying. This is the first of a six-part 
story by Julia Sorel, based on the screenplay by Syl- 
vester Stallone. 


THE BELL clangs, like a trolley coming to the end of 


its run. Rocky makes the sign of the cross to protect 
him, to ask God's help, to create a magical moment of 
belief in his own invincibility in spite of the odds 
against him. 


Spider his opponent, makes no such sign, but leaps off 


his stool and makes for Rocky, like a hungry bear for 
its meat. Spider grabs Rocky in a clinch and deliber- 
ately butts him, opening a bleeding cut in the corner of 
Rocky's eye. Rocky, furious over the foul, drives a flur- 
ry of short, tough punches into the man's body. Spider 
staggers backward, Rocky slams him on the jaw, and 
Spider is out for the night. 


On the trolley headed back to South Philly, an old 


woman clucks sympathetically as she studied Rocky's 
bruised face. 


"I'm a fighter," Rocky explains self-consciously. 
"My, my. Me-oh-my," the woman says softly, "looks 


like you the sole survivor of a five-car crash." 


"Well, it sure feels that way. But I'm used to it." 
"WOULDN'T WANT to git used to nothin' like that," 


she says. 


"My face ain't my fortune," Rocky says lightly, to 


amuse the stranger. "My fists are. I gotta be careful of 
my fists. When tilings go right, my fists are beautiful, 
see ..." 


"Guess you gotta do what you do." 
SOUTH STREET: empty lots, secondhand stores, 


boarded-up wooden houses, a kind of shoulder-to-shoul- 


der shantytown where the poor live and die like link- 
sausages chopped from the main-stream of other link 
sausages. Rocky doesn't notice. It is his neighborhood, 
and he is blessed with neighborhood insensitivity. 


In front of his house, a two-story structure due to be 


demolished to make way for a low-cost housing project, 
Rocky kicks away some litter that has gathered against 
the steps and goes inside. The narrow hallway had once 
been painted olive-brown, a proper camouflage for 
roaches. A single 40-watt bulb illuminates the gloomy 
corridor. 


Rocky's one-room apartment is drab, with a stained 


"boxing poster of Rocky Marciano tacked on the wall. 
Nailed to the far wall is a mattress, its stuffing spilling 
out of the center, that Rocky uses as a punching bag. 


Rocky drops his pea coat on the floor, puts on a pair 


of glasses lying on a small cardboard box.that doubles 
as a table, and crosses to the window sill on which sits 
a small turtle bowl. He lifts one of the creatures and 
strokes its shell. "Look who's home." Then he boils a 
pan of water on his hot plate. 


WHILE THE WATER is boiling, he places an old 45- 


rpm record on a battered phonograph. The tune is "All 
in the Game," and Rocky likes it. He picks up a hair- 
brush and uses it like a microphone, miming the 
record, croonuig to imaginary thousands of fans. Be- 
tween phrases he switches into a bullish fighting stance 
and throws several punches. After a while, he soaks his

Only 
people have power together," he said, 
responding to the list released Sunday 
that was Compiled through a special 
Associated Press task force survey. 


"I told my wife that if I really have 


so much power, then why don't we 
have branch banking in this state," 
Abboud joked in an easy-going man- 
ner. "Myself and others on that list are 
going to have to take a lot of good- 
natured ribbing about this and prob- 


• ably will have to pick up a lot of lunch 


bills too." 


ABBOUD REFUSES to think of 


himself as the most powerful figure in 
Illinois, overshadowing the likes of 
Gov. James R. Thompson, Chicago 
Mayor Michael A. Bilandic and Sec. 
of State Alan J. Dixon. He contends 
that he does not carry on a private 
lifestyle that would characterize the 
state's most powerful man. 


Abboud, his wife and their three 


children settled into "a drafty, old 


farmhouse" in Barrington Hills in 
1968. The family had lived in nearby 
Fox Eiver Grove before moving to 
Germany in 1966 for business reasons. 
They had always admired, the house 
on Braeburn Road, which dates back 
to 1839; and when they'returned-to Illi- 
nois they bought it. 


Abboud has restored the house and 


grows wheat, corn, soybeans and zuc- 
chini on 10 of his 16 acres. "I ride the 
tractor and'do a lot of the work my- 
self many nights after work and on 
the weekends." 


THE ABBOUDS HAVE no servants, 


nor do they ' keep horses on the 
grounds as many of their Barrington 
Hills neighbors do. They have only a 
few pet dogs and cats. Abboud's par- 
ents make their home in a separate 
home on the property. 


The posh airs of his corporate life 


are not evident in what has become 
Abboud's 'very private refuge. It is 
Abboud's public profile that seems to 


suit his new distinction better. 


Abboud is one of three financial 


monarchs in Chicago whose opinions 
and strategy are highly respected.

Military chiefs cast doubt

WASHINGTON (UP1) - 
Military 


officials 
are 
suggesting President 


Carter made up his mind to withdraw 
U.S. troops from Korea while his ad- 
visers still were reviewing the issue 
— and cast-doubt on the wisdom of a 
withdrawal. 


That impression emerged from de- 


tailed congressional testimony given 
last week by Gen. Bernard Rogersx 
the Army chief of staff, and witnesses 
at a" House Armed Services Com- 
mittee hearing, 


Carter said at a news conference 


May 26 he issued his withdrawal deci- 
sion May 5 only after completion of 
expert consultations that concluded 
with a formal National Security Coun- 
cil meeting. 


HE SAID ROGERS himself ex- 


plained the new policy to U.S. and 
South Korean officials during a visit 
to Seoul. But the general, who already 
was en route to Korea when the NSC 
met April 26, left a different impres- 


sion in his congressional testimony.

withdrawal proposals. But he said the 
issue was raised with him by Maj. 
Gen. John Singlaub, then a high rank- 
ing officer in the U.S. Korean com- 
mand.

Singlaub asked, "What rationale have 
you been given for the withdrawal?" 


"And I said 'None,' " Rogers testi-

ROGERS SAID Carter first had 


raised the withdrawal question with 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff at a Washing- 
ton briefing Jan. 13, when he was 
President-elect.

Rocky: a pug's story of hope

Nov. 12, 1975. A cold night in Philly. Hot action inside 


the Blue Door Fight Club, a room that resembles a 
large unemptied trash can. The boxing ring is smaller 
than usual to ensure constant battle, and the lights 
overhead have barely enough wattage to illuminate the 
dim recesses of the mind, much less the figures in the 
ring. Two fighters, one white, the other black. 


The white fighter, Rocky Balboa, has a'face covered 


with scars. His mouthpiece forces his mouth into what 
looked like a threatening smile. His black hair, shiny 
with sweat, tickles his eyelids. He moves forward, ma- 
chinelike, as the black fighttr, a younger man, trim and 
beautifully muscled, dances around, banging com- 
binations into Rocky's face with great accuracy. 


Rooky's head jerks back, but the punches don't even 


cause him to blink. He grins at his opponent and keeps 
grinding ahead. The people at ringside sit on folding 
chairs and clamor for blood. The bell rings and Rocky 
'goes back to his corner, mouth dry, arms hanging at 
his sides. 


Rocky Is a moving, uplifting story of hope — a tale with 
the inspirational-moral that what's important is not the 
winning but the trying. This is the first of a six-part" 
story by Julia Sorcl, based on the screenplay by Syl- 
vester Stallone. 


THE BELL clangs, like a trolley coming to the end of 


its run. Rocky makes the sign of the cross to protect 
him, to ask God's help, to create a magical moment of 
belief in his own invincibility in spite of the odds 
against him. 


Spider his opponent, makes no such sign, but leaps off 


his stool and makes for Rocky, like a hungry bear for 
its meat. Spider grabs Rocky in a clinch and deliber: 


ately butts him, opening a bleeding cut in the corner of 
Rocky's eye. Rocky, furious over the foul, drives a flur- 
ry of short, tough punches into the man's body. Spider 
staggers backward, Rocky slams him on the jaw, and 
Spider is out for the night. 


On the trolley headed back to South Philly, an old 


woman clucks sympathetically as she studied Rocky's 
bruised face, 


"I'm a fighter," Rocky explains self-consciously. 
"My, my. Me-oh-my," the woman says softly, "looks 


like you the sole survivor of a five-car crash."

SOUTH STREET:- empty lots, secondhand stores,

It is his neighborhood, 
and he is blessed with neighborhood insensitivity.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Military 


officials 
are suggesting President 


Carter made up his mind to withdraw

withdrawal. 


That impression emerged from de- 


tailed congressional testimony given 
last week by Gen. Bernard Rogers, 
the Army chief of staff, and witnesses 
at a House Armed Services Com- 
mittee hearing. 


Carter said at a news conference

South Korean officials during a visit 
to Seoul. But the general, who already 
was en route to Korea when the NSC

Rocky: a pug's story of hope

Nov. 12,1975. A cold night in Philly. Hot action inside 


the Blue Door Fight Club, a room that resembles a 
large unemptied trash can. The boxing ring is smaller 
than usual to ensure constant battle, and the lights 
overhead have barely enough wattage to illuminate the 
dim recesses of the mind, much less the figures in the 
ring. Two fighters, one white, the other black. 


The white fighter, Rocky Balboa, has a face covered 


with scars. His mouthpiece forces his mouth into what 
looked like a threatening smile. His black hair, shiny 
with' sweat, tickles his eyelids. He moves forward, ma- 
chinelike, as the black fighttr, a younger man, trim and 
beautifully muscled, .dances around, banging com- 
binations into Rocky's face with great accuracy. 


Rocky's head jerks back, but the punches don't even

Rocky is a moving, uplifting story of hope — a tale with 
the inspirational moral that what's important Is not the 
winning but the trying. This i» the first of a six-part 
story by Juli« Sorel, based on the screenplay by Syl- 
vester Stallone. 


THE BELL clangs, like a trolley coming to the end of 


its run. Rocky makes the sign of the cross to protect 
him, to ask God's help, to create a magical moment of 
belief in his own invincibility in spite of the odds 
against him. 


Spider his opponent, makes no such sign, but leaps off 


his stool and makes for Rocky, like a hungry bear for 
its meat. Spider grabs Rocky in a clinch and deliber- 
ately butts him, opening a bleeding cut in th'e corner of 
Rocky's eye. Rocky, furious over the foul, drives a flur- 
ry of short, tough punches into the man's body. Spider 
staggers backward, Rocky slams him on the jaw, and 
Spider is out for the night.

"I'm a fighter," Rocky explains self-consciously. 
"My, my. Me-oh-my," the woman says softly, "looks 


like you the sole survivor of a five-car crash."

she says. 


"My face ain't my fortune," Rocky says lightly, to 


amuse the stranger. "My fists are. I gotta be careful of 
my fists.

SOUTH STREET: empty lots, secondhand stores,

Redevelopment panel 
to get 5 members soon 


Appointments are expected soon to 


Palatine's controversial, five-member 
redevelopment commission created to 
oversee tht redevelopment of the 
downtown area. 


Village Pres. Robert J. Guss said

Each B3 zoning application must be 


approved by the village board.

Military chiefs cast doubt 
on Carter Korea pullout 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Military 


officials 
are 
suggesting 
President 


Carter made up his mind to withdraw 
U.S. troops from Korea while his ad- 
visers still were reviewing the issue 
— and cast doubt on the wisdom of a 
withdrawal. 


That impression emerged from de- 


tailed congressional testimony given 
last week by Gen. Bernard Rogers, 
the Army chief of staff, and witnesses 
at a House Armed Services Com- 
mittee hearing. 


Carter said at a news conference 


May 26 he issued his withdrawal deci- 
sion May 5 only after completion of 
expert consultations that concluded 
with a formal National Security Coun- 
cil meeting. 


HE SAID ROGERS himself ex- 


plained the new policy to U.S. and 
South Korean officials during a visit 
to Seoul. But the general, who already 
was en route to Korea when the NSC 
met April 26, left a different impres- 
sion in his congressional testimony. 


He said the purpose of his trip was 


to visit U.S. troops, not to discuss 


suit his new distinction better.

Rocky: a pug's story of hope

Nov. VI, 1975. A cold night in Philly. Hot action inside 


the Blue Door Fight Club, a room that resembles a 
large unemptied trash can. The boxing ring is smaller 
than usual to ensure constant battle, and the lights 
overhead have barely enough wattage to illuminate the 
dim recesses of the mind, much less the figures in the 
ring. Two fighters, one white, the other black. 


The white fighter, Rocky Balboa, has a face covered 


with scars. His mouthpiece forces his mouth into what 
looked like a threatening smile. His black hair, shiny 
with sweat, tickles his eyelids. He moves forward, ma- 
chinelike, as the black fighttr, a younger man, trim and 
beautifully muscled, dances around, banging com- 
binations into Rocky's" face with great accuracy. 


Rocky's head jerks back, but the punches don't even 


cause him to blink. He grins at his opponent and keeps 
grinding ahead. The people at ringside sit on folding 
chairs and clamor for blood. The bell rings and Rocky 
goes back to his corner, mouth dry, arms hanging at 
his sides. 


Rocky Is a moving, .uplifting story ol hope — a tale with 
the inspirational moral that what's important is not the 
winning but the trying. This is the first of a six-part 
story by Julia Sorel, based on the screenplay by Syl- 
vester Stallone. 


THE BELL clangs, like a trolley coming to the end of 


its run. Rocky makes the sign of the cross to protect 
him, to ask God's help, to create a magical moment of 
belief in his own invincibility in spite of the odds 
against him. 


Spider his opponent, makes no such sign, but leaps off 


his stool and makes for Rocky, like a hungry bear for 
its meat. Spider grabs Rocky in a clinch and deliber- 
ately butts him, opening a bleeding cut in the corner of 
Rocky's eye. Rocky, furious over the foul, drives a flur- 
ry of short, lough punches into the man's body. Spider 
staggers backward, Rocky slams him on the jaw, and 
Spider is out for the night. 


On the trolley headed back to South Philly, an old 


woman clucks sympathetically as she studied Rocky's 
bruised face. 


"I'm a fighter," Rocky explains self-consciously. 
"My, my. Me-oh-my," the woman says softly, "looks 


like you the sole survivor of a five-car crash." 


"Well, it sure feels that way. But I'm used to it." 
"WOULDN'T WANT to git used to nothin' fike that," 


she says. 


"My face ain't my fortune," Rocky says lightly, to 


amuse the stranger. "My fists are. I gotta be careful of 
my fists. When things go right,-my fists are beautiful,

"Guess you gotta do what you do." 
SOUTH STREET: empty lots, secondhand stores,

sausages. Rocky doesn't notice. It is his neighborhood, 
and he is blessed with neighborhood insensitivity. 


In front of his house, a two-story structure due to be 


demolished to make way for a low-cost housing project, 
Rocky kicks away some Utter that has gathered against 
the steps and goes inside. The narrow hallway had once 
been painted olive-brown, a proper camouflage for 
roaches. A single 40-watt bulb illuminates the gloomy 
corridor. 


Rocky's one-room apartment is drab, with a stained 


boxing poster of Rocky Marciano tacked on the wall. 
Nailed to the far wall is a mattress, its stuffing spilling 
out of the center, that Rocky uses as a punching bag. 


Rocky drops his pea coat on the floor, puts on a pair 


of'glasses lying on a small cardboard box that doubles 
as a table, and crosses to the window sill on which sits 
a small turtle bowl. He lifts one of the creatures and 
strokes its shell. "Look who's home." Then he boils a 
pan of water on his hot plate.

Palatine may be a growing commu- 


nity but village fathers have decided 
it is time to scale down at least one 
aspect of development. 


An ordinance now being drafted to 


accomplish just that would limit the 
maximum height of any building in 
the village to six stories, 


The proposal to limit building height 


was first presented in the Republican 
party platform during the 1977 village 
•election campaign and the GOP-domi- 
natcd board says it is time to fulfill 
that pledge. 


VILLAGE PUES. Robert J. Guss 


said the village has no restriction on 
building height in the zoning code. He 
said a height limitation 
ordinance 


would prevent such structures as the 
14-story Old Madrid building, 
an 


apartment complex tin the Sellergren 
Renaissance development project at 
Northwest Highway and Hicks Road. 


"We're looking al the 
different 


types of zoning categories so we, can 
have a height limit for each depend- 
ing on zoning intensity," Guss said. 


For example, residential zoning will 


have a lower height limitation than 
commercial zoning "because I don't 
think we want a six-story residential 
structure," Guss said. 


He said a two-story limit probably

grounds as, many of their Harrington 
Hills neighbors' do. They have only a 
few pet dogs and cats. Abboud's par- 
ents make their home in a separate 
home on the property. 


The posh airs of his corporate life 


are not evident in what has become 
Abboud's very private refuge. It is 
Abboud's public profile that seems to 


suit his new distinction better. 


Abboud is one of three financial 


monarchs in Chicago whose opinions 
and strategy are highly respected. His 
two peers are Roger E. Anderson, 
chairman of the Continental Illinois 
Corp., the holding company for the 
Continental Bank of Illinois Chicago, 
and Thomas Ayers, chairman of the 
'Commonwealth Edison Co, Both men 
also are on the list of the most pow- 
erful. 


Although Abboud denies that he has 


political, clout, he was one of the first 
businessmen at city hall just hours af- 
ter the death of Mayor Richard J. Da- 
ley, conferring with influential alder- 
men about a temporary successor. 


HE LATER APPEARED before the 


Democratic slatemakers to recom- 
mend that Acting Mayor Michael Bi- 
landic be the party's candidate in the 
special election.

Rash of burglaries hits 
neighborhood in village 


Ruth Behnke awoke at 3 a.m. Sun- 


day to see a man in the darkness 
shining a flashlight in her bedroom. 


At first she thought it was her son, 


Paul. But when she called his name, 
the silhouetted figure rushed from the 
room and left the house at 204 N. 
Elmhurst Rd., Mount Prospect, by the 
back door. As soon as Mrs. Behnke 
realized her son still was in bed, she 
called the police to report a burglar. 


Jean Verheeck, who lives down the 


street from Mrs. Behnke, was awak- 
ened at 3:19 a.m. Sunday by a beam 
of light shining in her face through 
the window. She went to the window 
and saw a figure open the garage ' 
door of her neighbor, H. Lars Bjork- 
lund, 107 N, Emerson, Mount Pros- 
pect. 


THE MAN LET the door close par- 


tially and then began to iweep the 
contents of the garage with his 
flashlight. She called the police to re- 
port a burglar. 


Two hours later, Janice O'Keefe, 


who lives at 13 N. Owen St., four 
blocks from Mrs. Behnke, saw a'man 
with a flashlight walking down the 
hallway in her home. Sh» said she 
thought it was her husband. But when 
the burglar heard her, he hurried into 
the kitchen, climbed thrrough a win- 
dow into an attached garage and 
made his escape. 


These three incidents are among 10 


•reported burglaries, and break-ins re- 
ported Friday and Saturday night and 
Sunday morning in Mount Prospect. 
Police believe they were all com- 
mitted by the same man. In several of 
the, incidents, homes were entered, 
but nothing was taken, police said. 


The area in which the burglaries 


were reported is bounded roughly by 
Emerson, Owen and Gregory Streets 
and Central Road. 


Police said in some cases, the bur- 


lar apparently walked into the un- 
locked homes along'"'Emerson and 
School streets. In others, the burglar 
either slashed away the screen and 
unlocked doors from the inside, or re- 
moved the screens entirely, according 
to investigators. In one case, police 
suspect the burglar entered a home 
through an unlocked basement win- 
dow.

Military chiefs cast doubt 
on Carter Korea pullout 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Military 


officials 
are 
suggesting President 


Carter made up his mind to withdraw 
U.S. troops from Korea while his ad- 
visers still were reviewing the issue 
— and cast doubt on the wisdom of a 
withdrawal. 


That impression emerged from de- 


tailed congressional, testimony given 
last week by Gen. Bernard Rogers, 
the Army chief of staff, and witnesses 
at a House Armed Services Com- 
mittee hearing. 


Carter said 'at a news conference 


May 26 he issued his withdrawal deci- 
sion May 5 only after completion of 
expert consultations that concluded 
with a formal National Security Coun- 
cil meeting. 


HE SAID ROGERS himself 
ex- 


plained the new policy to U.S. and 
South Korean officials during a visit 
to Seoul. But the general, who already 
was en route to Korea when the NSC 
met April 26, left a different impres- 
sion in his congressional testimony. 


He said the purpose of his trip was 


to visit U.S. troops, not to discuss 


withdrawal proposals. But he said the 
issue was raised with him by Maj. 
Gen. John Singlaub, then a high rank- 
ing officer in the U.S. Korean com- 
mand. 


Rogers said he told Singlaub it was 


his opinion Carter already had de- 
cided on his withdrawal plan, and 
Singlaub asked, "What rationale have 
you been given for the withdrawal?" 


"And I said 'None,' " Rogers testi- 


fied. 


Carter later relieved Singlaub of his 


Korean duties after the officer told a 
reporter the withdrawal plan would 
lead to war. 


ROGERS SAID Carter first had 


raised the withdrawal question with 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff at a Washing- 
ton briefing Jan. 13, when he was 
President-elect. 


Six. days after Carter took office, 


Rogers said, the President formally 
asked various agencies to "examine 
possible courses of action for dealing 
with reductions in U.S. conventional

Rocky: a pug's story of hope

Nov. 12,1975. A cold night in Philly. Hot action inside 


the Blue Door Fight Club, a room that resembles a 
large unemptied trash can. The boxing ring is smaller 
than usual to ensure constant battle, and the lights 
overhead have barely enough wattage to illuminate the 
dim recesses of the mind, much less the figures in the 
ring. Two fighters, one white, the other black. 


The white fighter, Rocky Balboa, has a face covered 


with scars. His. mouthpiece forces his mouth into what 
looked like a threatening smile. His black hair, shiny 
with sweat, tickles his eyelids. He moves forward, ma- 
chinelike, as the black fighttr, a younger man, trim and 
beautifully muscled, dances around, hanging com- 
binations into Rocky's face with great accuracy.. 


Rocky's head jerks back, but the punches don't even 


cause him to blink. He grins at his opponent and keeps 
grinding ahead. The people at ringside sit on folding 
chairs and clamor for blood. The bell rings and Rocky 
goes back to his corner, mouth dry, arms hanging at 
his sides. 


Rocky is a moving, uplifting story of hope — a tale with 
the inspirational moral that what's important is not the 
winning but the trying. This Is the first of a six-part 
itory by Julia Sorel, based on the screenplay by Syl- 
vester Stallone. 
' 


THE BELL clangs, like a trolley coming to the end of 


its run, Rocky makes the sign of the cross to protect 
him, to ask God's help, to create a magical moment of 
belief in his own invincibility in spite of the odds 
against him. 


Spider his opponent, makes no such sign, but leaps off 


his ^stool and makes for Rocky, like a hungry bear for 
its meat. Spider grabs Rocky 'in a clinch and deliber- 
ately butts him, opening a bleeding cut in the corner of 
Rocky's eye. Rocky, furious over the foul, drives a flur- 
ry of short, tough punches into the man's body. Spider 
staggers backward, Rocky slams him on the jaw, and 
Spider is out for the night. 


On the trolley headed back to South Philly, an old 


woman clucks sympathetically as she studied Rocky's 
bruised face. 


"I'm a fighter," Rocky explains self-consciously. 
"My, my. Me-oh-my," the woman says softly, "looks 


like you the sole survivor of a five-car crash." 


"Well, it sure feels that way. But I'm used to it." 
"WOULDN'T WANT to git used to nothin' like that," 


she says. 


"My face ain't my fortune," Rocky says lightly, to 


amuse the stranger. "My fists are. I gotta be careful of 
my fists. When things go right, my fists are beautiful, 
see ..." 


"Guess you gotta do what you do." 
SOUTH STREET: empty lots,, secondhand stores, 


boarded-up wooden houses, a kind of shoulder-to-shoul- 


der shantytown where the poor live and die like link 
sausages chopped from the main-stream of other link 
sausages. Rocky doesn't notice. It is his neighborhood, 
and he is blessed with neighborhood insensitivity. 


In front of his house, a two-story structure due to be 


demolished to make way for a low-cost housing project, 
Rocky kicks away some litter that has gathered against 
the steps and goes inside. The narrow hallway had once 
been painted olive-brown, a proper camouflage for 
roaches. A single 40-watt bulb illuminates the gloomy 
corridor. 


Rocky's one-room apartment is drab, with a stained 


boxing poster of Rocky Marciano tacked on the wall. 
Nailed to the far wall is a mattress, its stuffing spilling 
out of the center, that Rocky uses as a punching bag. 


Rocky drops his pea coat on the floor, puts on a pair 


of glasses lying on a small cardboard box that doubles 
as a table, and crosses to the window sill on which sits 
a small turtle bowl. He lifts one of the creatures and 
strokes its shelf. "Look who's home." Then he boils a 
pan of water on his hot plate. 


WHILE THE WATER is boiling, he places an old 45- 


rpm record on a battered phonograph. The tune is "All 
in the Game," and Rocky likes it. He picks up a hair- 
brush and uses it like a microphone, miming the 
record, crooning to imaginary thousands of fans. Be- 
tween phrases he switches into a bullish fighting stance 
and throws several punches. After a while, he soaks his

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Study finds no faults in Citizens Utilities water

Service is customers' main gripe 


The battla between the Citizens Util- 


ities Co. and the Village of Mount 
Prospect has been raging for years. 


Although a recent study of the two 


water systems by a Streamwood labo- 
ratory shows both water supplies are 
essentially the same, attempts by Citi- 
zens Utilities customers to purchase 
the private water and sewer lines run- 
ning 
through northeastern Mount 


Prospect have not been halted. 


Citizens Utilities customers in the 


village admit their water quality may 
not differ much from village water. 
However, they say service by the pri- 
vate firm is poor and rates are out of 
line with those paid by residents on 
Mount Prospect's system. They still 
want out of Citizens Utilities. 


THE VILLAGE currently is nego- 


tiating with Citizens Utilities for the 
acquisition of the private water and 
sewer lines in Mount Prospect. Once 
a purchase price is determined, the 
question of buying the system will be 
put In the form of a referendum to the 
Citizens Utilltits customers. 


"The argument on water 
quality 


has been going on for a long time," 
said Marie Caylor, president of the 
Euclid-Lake Homeowners Assn. and 
spokesman for several Mount Pros- 
pect residents served by Citizens Util- 
ities. "We've had our own studies 
made. And yes, it's drinkable." 


Mrs. Caylor said Citizens Utilities 


officials have told her an occasional 
oil slick is present in its system from 
the pumping equipment. "It does not 
make it undrinkable," she said. "It 
just makes it unpleasant to drink.'1 


Citizens' customers in Mount Pros- 


pect have taken the company to task 
before the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission and Illinois Pollution Control 


Board several times since 1959, when 
the pxivate utility first'laid its water 
ami sewer lines in the northeastern 
section of the village. 


The .governmental agencies have or- 


dered the firm to upgrade its water 
system and just last year the ICC de- 
nied Citizens Utilities the full rale in- 
crease it requested, citing poor water 
quality as one reason for the denial. 


"OUH SEMA'ICE has not been what 


we have desired," Mrs. Caylor said. 
"It takes quite a bit of time and beat- 
ing over the head to get a problem 
taken care of. The disagreement is 
not in qualify. It is the cost that is a 
very major issue." 


Annual water and sewer rates 


charged by Citizens Utilities arc near- 
ly twice as much as the current vil- 
lage rates. 


Citizens Utilities general managei, 


Walter S. Larson, said the higher 
rates arc needed to maintain tlie pri- 
vate utility's relatively new water and 
sewer lines. 


"The village is older than Citizens 


Utilities," Larson said. "It's capital 
investment is paid off. We need the 
funds to cover the capital costs of ac- 
quiring the system (18 years ago from 
the J. M. Brickman Co.). We also 
serve a smaller area and our costs 
are spread over a fewer number of 
people than the village's." 


But Mount Prospect's Citizens Utili- 


ties customers feel they should not 
have to pay for what they are not get- 
ting, namely prompt service. And vil- 
lage officials agree with the residents. 


Mayor Carolyn H. Krause said she 


did not doubt the findings of Aqualab, 
Streamwood, thai the water from both 
systems is safe to drink but added, 
"As f&r as the purchase goes, we still 
want to present it to the citizens."

Mount Prospect residents served by 


the Citizens Utilities Co. can rest 
easy. 


The water 
pumped irom wells 


owned by the private utility is as safe 
to drink and wash with as that drawn 
from the. village water supply. 


Those findings were made this sum- 


mer by an independent water testingi 
laboratory in Streamwood hired by 
The Herald to analyze samples of 
Mount Prospect and Citizens Utilities 
water. 


THE ANALYSIS was done because 


Citizens Utilities Co. customers in 
Mount Prospect, paying nearly twice 
as much in annual rates than vfllslge 
water customers, -have said their wa- 
ter is dirty and contains impurities. 


For the price they pay, the resi- 


dents say they deserve better. Mount 


• Prospect is in the midst o"f plans to 


purchase the private lines and con- 
nect them with the village's water 
system lor that reason. 


"The samples from these two differ- 


ent sources are essentially the same 
and safe to drink," said Jeanne K. 
H a m i l t o n , laboratory director at 
Aqualab, 111. Rte. 20 and Valley Lane, 
Streamwood. "Both samples meet all 
current standards as set forth by Illi- 
nois EPA and U.S. EPA for public 
water supplies. Both samples are rep- 
resentative ot typical waters Irom 
northern Illinois deep water aqui- 
fers." 


Approximately one-hall gallon of 


water was taken irom Parkview 
School, 1900 E. Kensington Rd., Mount 
Prospect, which is on Citizens Utili- 
ties water and sewer lines. The snme 
amount was drawn from1 a Mount 
Prospect home tapped into the village 
system. Aqualab analyzed both sam- 
ples using safe drinking guidelines set 
by the state and federal governments 
The water was taken from outdoor 
Laps under similar conditions. Neither 
sample had been treated or softened. 


Aqualab was chosen because the 


firm has never tested either Mount 
Prospect or Citizens Utilities water 
lor metals and other solid materials 
that would make it unsafe for drink- 
ing. The company, certified by the Il- 
linois Dept. of Public Health and a 
member of the American Council of 
Independent Laboratories, ran 24 tests 
on each sample. 


AQUALAB PRES. William J Gar- 


tner said none of the approximately 
1,860 public water supplies in Illinois 
is unsafe for drinking. 


"Some of it is just not good to look 


at," he said. "If it meets the stan- 
dards, there's nothing you can do 
about it. It will stain your clothes and 
taste terrible but there'iS nothing you 
can do." ' 


The samples were tcsEed for the 


presence of a variety of metals that 
could cause severe health problems if 
found in high concentrations in any 
water supply. 


Iron, perhaps the worst offender in 


terms of water color and taste, was 
found in similar quantities in both 
samples. The village water contained 
0 20 milligrams of iron per liter. The 
Citizens Utilities sample had 0.23 mil- 
ligrams of iron per liter. The Illinois 
EPA allows £i maximum concentra- 
tion of .30 milligrams of iron per liter 
of water in any public supply. 


Ms. Hamilton said an iron count is 


taken primarily for esthetic reasons. 


"TOO MUCH iron could affect the 


taste of the water and its appearance, 
particularly when laundering," she 
said. "If it is too high, you'll get rust 
stains on clothes and rust1 deposits 
could form in your appliances. Both 
(samples) are withihg the required 
"limits." 


The bacteria count in both samples 


- was zero, indicating the'absence from 


either system of pathogenic organ- 
ism's that could contaminate the wa- 
ter. 


The alkaline quality and hardness 


tests showed the village sample had a 
more balanced salt content than the 
Citizens Utilities water. 


"When you heat it in a heater, for 


example, the village water is not as 
corrosive as the Citizens Utilities wa- 
ter," Gartner said. "It takes slightly 
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more to solten the Citizens Utilities 
water." 


MS. HAMILTON said the harder the 


water is, the more problems it can 
create with laundry, "Soap will not 
foam as well It won't dissolve a& 
well,'1 she said. 


The hardness count in the village 


water was 16 grains per gallon. 'Die 
results of the Citizens Utilities hard- 
ness test showed that sample had 18 
grains per gallon. 
, .'Trie conductivity lest for dissolved 
solids showed the Citizens Utilities 
sample to be higher than the village's 
but not substantial enough to be con- 
cerned about. 


"It's not as pretty to look at," Ms. 


Hamilton said. "It's cloudier and fuz- 
zier. It's high but not abnormal." 


Several components found in both 


samples in equal portions could result 
in various types.of poisoning if large 
amounts enter the body. The arsenic, 
barium, cadmium, chromium, lead, 
mercury, selenium and silver counts 
in both samples were the same and 
significantly below the maximum lim- 
its set by the government 


WALTER S. Larson, general man- 


ager of Citizens Utilities, Addison, 
said he was not surprised by Aqua- 
lab's findings 


"I've always claimed the water 


comes from the same aquifer and 
both systems were compatible," Lar- 
son said. "We've always said the wa- 
ter we get is the same water they (the 
village) have got. We test our water 
daily and do comply with the regu- 
latory bodies as far as quality and 
quantity. We have no doubts." 


Mount Prospect Mayor Carolyn H 


Krause, said the results of the Aqua- 
lab study are not necessarily repre- 
sentative of the entire Citizens Utili- 
ties water system that serves the 
northeast portion of the villays. 


"Over a long period of time; morej' 


complaints on service and the" quality 
of water have been generated from 
customers of'the private system not 
the village system," Mrs. Krause 
said "I have no doubt they (Aqualab) 
have no bias in their report but there 


' certainly must be something there if 


we've gotten so many complaints in 
the past. Perhaps they (Citizens) are 
just bringing their system in line and 
this (study) bears that out." 


Citizens Utilities has served parts of 


Mount Prospect since 1959. The pri- 
vate utility has five operating wells 
serving about 6,300 customers in 
Mount Prospect, Prospect 
Heights 


and unincorporated Wheeling Town-
